J.  Hasz. 

The  Town  Meeting  Members  were  sworn  to  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties,  by  Herbert  K.  Bartlett,  Town 
Clerk.

Mr.  Herbert  K.  Bartlett  moved  that  the  reports  of  the 
several  boards  of  Officers  and  Committees  of  the  Town  be 
accepted  and  placed  on  file. 
Article  Three: 

Voted:  That  the  Town  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from 
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time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  January  1,  1957,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
therefor  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note  or 
notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
advancement  of  all  employees  to  the  step  to  which  they 
would  have  been  entitled  under  the  Wage  and  Salary  Classi- 
fication Plan,  if  the  present  length  of  service  policy  had 
always  been  the  basis  of  advancement  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $6,000  to  be  allocated  by  transfer  to  the 
various  departmental  appropriations,  as  required,  to  put 
this  policy  into  effect  as  of  January  1,  1956. 

The  Committee  recommends  no  action. 

Mr.  Whipple  moved  that  the  Town  take  no  action  under 
Article  4. 

Mr.  James  T.  Frazier  moved  to  amend  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Whipple  by  substituting  the  following:  That  the  Town  vote 
to  authorize  the  advancement  of  all  employees  to  the  step  to 
which  they  would  have  been  entitled  under  the  Wage  and 
Salary  Classification  Plan  if  the  present  length  of  service 
policy  had  always  been  the  basis  of  advancement  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,000  to  be  allocated  by  transfer 
to  the  various  departmental  appropriations,  as  required,  to 
put  this  policy  into  effect  as  of  January  1,  1956.  The  motion 
to  amend  was  lost. 

The  original  motion  was  then  put  before  the  Meeting 
and  voted. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Wage  and  Salary  Classification  By-Law  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Personnel  Board  presently  filed 
with  the  records  of  said  Board.

REPORT  OF  PROGRESS 
School  Study  and  Site  Committee 
March  6,  1956 

Under  Article  45  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March, 
1955,  the  Moderator  appointed  a  Committee  of  seven,  "  ...  to 
study  the  needs  of  the  Town  with  respect  to  additional  school 
buildings,  the  Town  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000,  which  sum  shall  be  used  by  this  committee  to  employ 
engineering  and  architectural  services  for  a  study  of  possible 
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sites  and  for  preparing  preliminary  sketches,  the  committee 
to  consult  with  the  Planning  Board  and  the  School  Commit- 
•  tee,  a  report  of  the  committee  to  be  filed  prior  to  the  next 
Annual  Town  Meoting," 

Those  appointed  to  the  committee  were:  Mr.  Enzo  L. 
Bongiovanni,  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Contente,  Mrs.  Alan  Hey,  Mr. 
Walter  H.  Neaves,  Dr.  William  A.  Potter,  Jr.,  Mrs.  Victor 
Ragonetti,  and  Mr.  Ralph  C.  Weaver. 

The  committee  met  to  organize  on  July  28,  1955,  and 
elected  Mr.  Walter  Neaves  as  its  chairman.  To  date,  twenty- 
one  meetings  have  been  held  including  meetings  with  the 
Planning  Board,  School  Committee,  Massachusetts  School 
Building  Assistance  Commission,  Finance  Committee,  and  the 
Steering  Committee  on  Curriculum  Development.  Seven  pos- 
sible school  sites  were  visited  and  studied  by  the  committee. 
Four  of  those  which  seemed  to  be  the  most  desirable  were 
mapped  and  carefully  studied  by  and  with  an  engineer  and 
an  architect. 

It  is  agreed  by  the  committee  that  the  land  best  meeting 
the  criteria  of  a  good  school  site  is  the  area  located  southeast 
of  Stafford  Street,  and  bounded  by  South  Street,  the  State 
Highway  By-Pass,  and  Stafford  Street  and  Stafford  Street 
ex-tended  by  a  line  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the 
By-Pass.  A  special  article  has  been  inserted  in  the  Warrant 
for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  March,  1956,  for  the  purchase 
of  part  of  that  property  for  school  sites.  The  Committee  is  of 
the  unanimous  opinion  that  this  land  is  admirably  suited  for 
both  elementary  and  secondary  school  buildings. 

The  Committee  has  studied  present  and  projected  school 
enrollments  and  has  visited  each  Plymouth  school  to  examine 
it  and  attempt  to  determine  its  best  possible  use  during  the 
next  20  years. 

Of  major  importance  in  determining  future  secondary 
school  needs  is  the  curriculum  study  now  being  conducted  in 
grades  seven  through  twelve.  This  committee  feels  it  neces- 
sary to  delay  its  final  recommendation  on  future  school 
building  needs  until  this  study  has  been  completed. 

We  ask  that  this  report  be  accepted  by  the  Town  as  a 
final  recommendation  by  the  committee  on  building  sites,  and 
as  an  interim  report  on  school  building  needs,  and  that  the 
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committee  be  asked  to  continue  its  study  and  report  at  the 
next  regular  or  special  Town  Meeting.

PREFACE

12   Laws  and  consider  revisions.

This  committee  recommends 
that  the  existing  building  regula- 
tion be  revised  to  read  as  fol- 
lows. 

PURPOSE 

||  To  establish  reasonable,  mini- 
mum standards  of  construction  ap- 
plicable primarily  to  one  and  two- 
story  residences  and  auxiliary 
buildings  such  as  private  garages. 

These  regulations  have  been  de- 
signed to  be  flexible  as  regards 
future  changes  in  conditions,  in 
construction  materials  and  meth- 
ods, and  with  no  more  restrictions 
than  are  necessary  to  accomplish 
i    the  following: 

To  protect  property  owners,  ten- 
ants  and   their   families  against 
construction  that  could  be  struc- 
1.1    turally  unsafe  and  hazardous; 

To  provide  a  measure  of  protec- 
tion from  the  danger  of  fire,  and 
.,    to   discourage   sub-standard  con- 
struction; 
To  provide  a  useful  construction 


guide  for  anyone  contemplating 
building  or  remodelling; 

To  help  reduce  the  maintenance 
cost  of  a  dwelling  by  requiring  that 
the  original  construction  meet  the 
standards  that  are  specified  here- 
in. 

SCOPE 

These  regulations  apply  to  all 
residential  construction  through- 
out the  Town  of  Plymouth,  includ- 
ing that  intended  for  seasonal  oc- 
cupancy. 

In  the  case  of  apartment  build- 
ings, nursing  homes,  stores,  places 
of  assembly,  public  and  industrial 
buildings,  and  commercial  gar- 
ages State  regulations  are  to 
govern  where  applicable.  The 
Building  Inspector  may  also 
specify  such  requirements  as  are 
deemed  necessary  to  the  public 
safety. 

No  portion  of  these  regulations 
is  intended  to  prohibit  or  restrict 
any  individual  from  performing 
any  construction,  repair  or  re- 
modeling work  himself. 

ALTERNATE  METHODS 
AND  MATERIALS 

Materials  and  methods  of  con- 
struction which  are  not  specifically 
mentioned  in  this  Code,  may  be 
substituted  when  and  if  they  are 
approved  by  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor. 

No  substitute  methods  or  ma- 
terials will  be  allowed  by  the 
Inspector  unless  accompanied  by 
confirmed  evidence  of  proper  qual- 
ity and  correct  design  necessary  to 
safely  accomplish  the  purpose  in- 
tended and  used. 
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Section  1 
Excavations  and  Foundations 

a.  No  dwelling  house  shall  here- 
after be  built  within  the  Town  with- 
out continuous  masonry  or  concrete 
foundation  walls  on  all  sides,  ex- 
cept that  the  use  of  masonry  or 
concrete  piers  may  be  allowed  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Inspector  in 
the  case  of  one  story  semi-finished 
buildings.  All  foundations  shall  ex- 
tend at  least  three  feet  (3')  below 
finished  grade  unless  they  rest  on 
solid  ledge.  They  shall  extend  in 
all  cases,  to  solid  soil.  No  founda- 
tion or  footing  shall  be  constructed 
on  frozen  ground  or  shall  be  laid 
when  the  temperature  is  below 
twenty-nine  degrees  F.  (29°),  ex- 
cept that  precautions  satisfactory 
to  the  Inspector  are  taken  to  pre- 
vent damage  from  freezing. 

b.  All  loam  within  any  building 
area  must  be  removed.  At  least 
twenty  inches  (20")  of  space  must 
be  left  between  the  remaining 
earth  and  the  under  side  of  the 
first-floor  girder.  Under  all  build- 
ings with  continuous  foundations 
there  must  be  adequate  ventila- 
tion. 

c.  Every  excavation  shall  be 
properly  protected  by  the  person 
responsible  therefor. 

d.  Wherever  the  safe  sustaining 
power  of  the  soil  upon  which  a 
building  is  to  be  erected  does  not 
conform  to  the  requirements  of 
this  code,  the  Inspector  shall  re- 
quire the  proper  foundations  of  a 
type  adequate  to  support  the  pro- 
posed building. 

e.  Except  where  concrete  blocks 
are  used,  no  concrete  foundations 
shall  be  constructed  without  the 
use  of  forms  for  both  sides  of  the 
walls.  Excavations  for  foundations 
shall  be  made  larger  than  the  out- 
side wall  and  shall  not  be  back- 
filled until  approved  by  the  In- 
spector. 

f.  Foundation  walls  shall  be  not 
less  than  8"  thick.  Foundation 
walls  of  poured  concrete  or  con- 
crete blocks  when  8"  thick  shall 


rest  on  footings  not  less  than  8" 
thick  and  16"  wide. 

Foundation  walls  10"  thick,  of 
poured  concrete,  may  rest  on  solid 
undisturbed  soil  without  a  footing. 

Foundations  of  stone  masonry 
shall  be  not  less  than  20"  thick  up 
to  the  finished  grade  and  not  less 
than  12"  thick  from  finish  grade  to 
sill. 

Foundation  walls  8"  thick  shall 
not  extend  over  T  below  finished 
grade. 

Footings  for  piers,  posts,  or 
Lally  columns  shall  not  be  less 
than  8"  thick  and  20"  square. 

Section  2 
Concrete,  Mortar  and  Masonry 

a.  Concrete  for  walls,  footing, 
garage  and  cellar  floors  shall  con- 
sist of  a  mixture  of  one  part  Port- 
land cement  and  not  more  than 
three  parts  of  clean,  sharp  sand 
and  five  parts  of  clean,  screened, 
coarse  aggregate.  Reinforced  con- 
crete, such  as  suspended  slabs, 
shall  consist  of  one  part  Portland 
cement  and  not  more  than  six 
parts  aggregate,  by  volume  meas- 
ured dry,  and  not  more  than  Vk 
gallons  of  water  per  sack,  94  lbs. 
of  cement.  The  aggregate  shall  be 
mixed  in  an  approximate  ratio  of 
one  part  fine  aggregate  and  two 
parts  coarse  aggregate  by  volume. 
Coarse  aggregate  shall  consist  of 
clean,  screened,  crushed  stone  or 
gravel,  not  exceeding  IV2  inches  in 
size.  One  barrel,  or  4  bags  of  ce- 
ment, shall  weight  380  lbs.  and 
have  a  volume  of  3.6  cubic  feet 
when  compacted.  The  concrete 
shall  be  thoroughly  mixed  and 
properly  placed  and  tamped  in  not 
over  8-inch  layers.  No  concrete 
shall  be  used  after  it  has  been 
mixed  over  one  hour. 

b.  Mortar  for  all  masonry  shall 
be  no  leaner  than  one  part  Port- 
land cement,  one  part  lime  putty 
and  three  parts  sand  by  volume. 
When  cement  blocks  or  brick  are 
used,  all  joints  must  be  filled  and 
jointed  both  outside  and  inside. 
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Section  3 
Masonry  Buildings 

a.  All  brick  buildings  shall  have 
external  and  party  walls  built  of 
hard  brick  properly  bonded  and 
tied  at  least  every  eighth  course. 


b.  In  any  building  of  brick,  con- 
crete or  concrete  blocks,  hereafter 
to  be  erected  or  enlarged  for 
habitation,  the  external  walls 
shall  be  not  less  than  the  following 
thickness  above  the  foundation:

c.  Recesses  for  water  or  other 
pipes  made  in  the  walls  shall  not 
be  more  than  one-third  of  the  thick- 
ness of  the  walls  without  permis- 
sion from  the  Inspector.  Recesses 
around  such  pipes  must  be  filled 
with  solid  masonry  at  each  story 
All  party  walls  of  brick  shall  be 
carried  up  not  less  than  twenty- 
four  inches  above  roof,  and  shall 
be  capped  with  stone  or  metal  se- 
curely fastened,  provided  that  on 
the  fronts  or  steep  portions  of 
roofs,  the  party  wall  may  be  built 
up  to  the  roof  boards.  On  exterior 
walls  at  least  eight  inches  of  brick 
wall  must  be  carried  behind  cor- 
nices. All  roof  or  floor  timbers  en- 
tering the  same  party  wall  from 
opposite  sides,  shall  have  at  least 
four  inches  of  solid  brickwork  be- 
tween the  ends  of  said  timber. 

d.  All  masonry  walls  shall  be  se- 
cured to  each  floor  with  suitable 
anchors  well  turned  down  into  cen- 
ter of  walls  and  up  into  floor  tim- 
bers. Where  floor  and  roof  tim- 
bers are  in  two  lengths,  and  rest 
on  partition  walls  or  girders  they 
shall  be  suitably  strapped  together 
so  as  to  form  a  continuous  tie 
across  the  building.  Plates  for  all 
roofs  shall  be  bolted  to  walls  at 
least  once  in  every  eight  feet, 
bolts  to  be  well  built  into  walls! 

e.  No  wood  lintel  shall  be  used 
to  support  masonry  over*  a  door, 
window,  or  other  opening. 


Section  4 
Chimneys  and  Fireplaces 

a.  All  masonry  chimneys  shall 
rest  on  a  concrete  footing  not  less 
than  eight  inches  (8")  thick  and  at 
least  eight  inches  (8")  wider  than 
the  base  of  the  chimney  (both 
ways). 

b.  All  chimneys  shall  be  built  of 
brick,  stone,  or  other  fire-proof 
non-conducting  material  and  shall 
have  flue  linings  of  proper  size.  All 
brick  chimneys  shall  be  built  of 
hard  burned  brick  except  that 
cement  brick  may  be  used  in  por- 
tions not  exposed  to  weather,  out- 
side walls  to  be  at  least  four  inches 
in  thickness.  On  outside  of  flue  lin- 
ing all  joints  to  be  well  filled  with 
cement  mortar.  Prefabricated 
chimneys  which  meet  the  require- 
ment of  Underwriters  Laboratories 
and  the  approval  of  the  Inspector 
may  be  used. 

c.  No  woodwork  of  any  kind  (ex- 
cept roof  covering)  shall  be  placed 
nearer  than  one  inch  from  the  out- 
side of  brickwork  of  any  chimney. 
Chimneys  shall  be  held  central  in 
openings  by  one  header  projected 
out  at  each  corner  against  fram- 
ing. There  shall  be  fire-stops  of 
tin,  sheet  iron  or  of  non-com- 
bustible rigid  insulating  material 
properly  secured  to  stop  drafts 
through  openings  around  chimneys 
at  each  floor  level. 
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d.  In  no  case  shall  any  corbel  be 
built  out  of  any  chimney  for  wood- 
work or  timber  to  rest  upon.  In 
no  case  shall  any  nail  be  driven 

'into  any  flue. 

e.  In  no  case  shall  chimneys  rest 
upon  any  wooden  flooring,  but  they 
may  be  supported  upon  iron  beams 
having  a  secure  bearing  of  ma- 
sonry or  iron,  at  either  end,  or 
upon  an  iron  column  resting  up- 
on a  secure  foundation.  In  no  case 
shall  a  chimney  be  built  out  of 
plumb  except  as  approved. 

f.  All  fireplaces  shall  have  damp- 
ers. Hearths  shall  extend  at  least 
twenty  inches  (20")  in  front  of  fire- 
place openings,  and  at  least  eight 
inches  (8")  wider  than  the  fireplace 
openings.  Wood  centers  under  fire- 
place and  hearth  arches  shall  be 
removed  before  finishing  thereun- 
der. Masonry  walls  at  the  back 
sides  and  throat  of  every  fireplace 
shall  be  at  least  eight  inches  (8") 
thick  if  of  brick  and  twelve  inches 
(12")  thick  if  of  stone. 

g.  Brickwork  over  fireplaces  or 
grate  openings  shall  be  supported 
by  suitable  iron  lintels,  or  brick  or 
stone  arches. 

Section  5 
Smoke  Pipe  and  Heaters 

a.  No  smoke  pipe  shall  enter  any 
flue  at  a  less  distance  than  twelve 
inches  from  either  the  floor  or  ceil- 
ing. In  all  cases  where  smoke 
pipes  pass  through  frame  parti- 
tions of  any  kind,  whether  the  same 
are  plastered  or  not,  they  shall  be 
guarded  by  double  pipe  separated 
by  at  least  two  inches  of  air  space 
with  holes  on  either  end  for  ven- 
tilation and  same  encased  by  at 
least  4"  of  suitable  masonry. 

b.  Space  between  top  of  heating 
unit  and  underside  of  floor  joists 
shall  be  protected  by  a  non-com- 
oustible  material,  covering  an  area 
u'  x  G'  directly  over  the  heating 
unit. 

Section  6 
Fire  Escapes,  Fire  Doors, 
Fire  Walls 

a.  Any  tenement  or  apartment 


house  hereafter  erected,  two  or 
more  stories  in  height  or  any  build- 
ing remodelled  to  be  used  as  a 
tenement  house  or  apartment  two 
or  more  stories  high,  shall  have 
an  additional  stairway  or  a  fire 
escape  at  the  opposite  end  from 
the  entrance.  All  inside  stairways 
and  landings  shall  be  enclosed  by 
partitions  of  non-combustible  ma- 
terials and  fire-stopped. 

b.  The  main  stairways  shall  be 
at  least  three  feet  wide  in  the 
clear.  All  other  stairways  shall  be 
not  less  than  two  feet  six  inches 
in  the  clear.  All  such  stairways 
shall  lead  to  a  street  or  right-of- 
way. 

c.  Doors  shall  not  open  immedi- 
ately onto  a  flight  of  stairs  but  on 
to  a  landing  at  least  equal  to  the 
width  of  the  door. 

d.  Fire  doors,  fire  walls,  or  other 
means  of  fire  control  or  preven- 
tion may  be  required  by  the  In- 
spector in  those  cases  where  un- 
usual hazards  might  result  from 
processes  carried  on  by  industrial 
plants. 

Section  7 
GARAGES 
Private  Garages 

This  section  applies  to  garages 
that  are  designed  to  accommodate 
no  more  than  two  motor  vehicles 
and  having  not  over  800  square  feet 
of  floor  area. 

a.  Detached  Garages  —  No  re- 
strictions apply  except  where  un- 
usual hazards  exist  due  to  conges- 
tion and  proximity  to  other  build- 
ings. In  such  cases  the  building 
inspector  shall  specify  such  fire  re- 
sisting construction  as  deemed 
necessary. 

b.  Garages  Connected  to  a 
Dwelling  (by  breezeway  or  other- 
wise) —  The  wall  that  adjoins  the 
dwelling  shall  be  entirely  covered 
on  the  garage  side  with  wire  lath 
and  plaster  or  equivalent.  This 
fire  resistant  construction  is  to  ex- 
tend from  floor  to  ridge  of  roof  and 
form  a  continuous  solid  fire  stop. 

Any  door  leading  from  garage  to 
breezeway  or  any  other  part  of  the 
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dwelling  shall  be  an  approved  fire 
door  or  covered  on  the  garage  side 
with  an  approved  non-combustible 
material  and  shall  have  a  self-clos- 
ing device. 

c.  Garage  Within  the  Basement 
of  a  Dwelling  —  A  garage  within 
a  cellar  or  basement  of  a  dwelling 
may  be  of  wood  frame  construc- 
tion, but  walls  and  ceiling  must  be 
completely  covered  with  expanded 
metal  lath  and  plaster,  or  its 
equivalent. 

Any  door  leading  from  garage  to 
cellar,  basement,  or  any  part  of 
dwelling  must  be  an  approved  fire 
door  or  other  approved  door  cov- 
ered on  garage  side  with  an  ap- 
proved non-combustible  material 
and  shall  have  a  self-closing  de- 
vice. 

Carports 
A  carport  shall  be  defined  as  a 
shelter  attached  to  a  dwelling  and 
designed  to  house  motor  vehicles. 

a.  When  such  a  shelter  is  en- 
closed by  no  more  than  two  walls, 
no  restrictions  shall  apply. 

b.  When  and  if  such  a  carport 
area  is  enclosed  by  more  than  two 
walls,  the  regulations  for  "Garages 
Connected  to  a  Dwelling"  shall  ap- 
ply (Section  7,  Paragraph  b). 

Section  8 
Electric  Wiring 


Section  9 
Plumbing,  Cesspools,  Septic  Tanks 
All  plumbing  work  shall  be  done 
according  to  the  Plumbing  Code  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth.  Permits 
for  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  may 
be  obtained  from  the  Board  of 
Health  and  their  regulations  ap- 
ply. 

Section  10 
Framing  of  Buildings 

All  buildings  of  concealed  frame 
construction  shall  be  built  with 


sills,  posts,  girts,  and  plates  all  to 
be  well  braced  and  thoroughly  put 
together. 

All  materials  shall  be  of  such 
quality  as  to  insure,  ample  safety 
and  security  to  life  and  limb  and 
to  the  neighboring  property. 

The  use  of  second-hand  struc- 
tural materials  may  be  permitted, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  In- 
spector. 

All  sizes  of  lumber  given  herein 
are  nominal  dimension. 

a.  Sills  shall  not  be  less  than  4" 
x  6"  and  must  be  placed  on  edge 
unless  resting  upon  a  continuous 
foundation.  Box  sills  may  be  used. 
All  sills  shall  be  bolted  to  founda- 
tion at  least  once  in  every  7  feet. 
Bolts  shall  be  at  least  %"  diameter 
and  12"  long,  well  anchored  into 
foundation. 

b.  Girders  shall  be  not  less  than 
6"  x  8"  and  supported  by  W  di- 
ameter steel  columns,  filled  with 
concrete.  In  the  case  of  single 
story  buildings  columns  shall  be 
spaced  not  more  than  8'  on  centers 
and  in  two  story  buildings  not  more 
than  7  feet  on  centers. 

c.  Floor  joists  shall  be  selected 
and  spaced  not  to  exceed  the  re- 
quirements specified  in  the  follow- 
ing table.  This  table  of  allowable 
spans,  sizes  and  spacing  of  wood 
floor  joists  is  based  upon  the  fol- 
lowing design  data: 

Grade  of  Lumber  —  No.  1  Com- 
mon. 

Live  Load  —  40  lbs.  per  sq.  ft. 

Dead  Load  —  To  include  the 
weight  of  joists,  sub  floor,  finish 
floor,  and  either  plastered  or  un- 
plastered  ceiling.

d.  Buildings  with  expansion  at- 
tics having  sufficient  headroom  to 
allow  future  living  area  or  storage 
facilities,  shall  have  second  floor 
joists  of  the  same  dimensions  and 
the  same  spacings  allowed  for  first 
floor  joists. 

e.  Platforms  and  Porches  — 
Floor  joists  on  porches  or  plat- 
forms shall  be  not  less  than  2"  x 
6"  on  spans  up  to  8'.  Girders  of 
4"  x  6"  laid  on  edge,  shall  be  used 
where  the  span  is  more  than  8'. 
Floor  joists  may  be  framed  flush. 
Ends  of  joists  shall  not  be  notched 
more  than  V\  of  their  depth;  the 
same  being  well  spiked  to  said 
girders,  and  a  1"  x  2"  must  be  well 
nailed  to  girder  flush  with  the  un- 
der side,  for  floor  timber  to  rest 
upon. 

f.  The  ends  of  all  floor  joists, 
girts  or  rafters  entering  a  brick 
wall  shall  be  cut  on  a  splay  of  three 
inches,  and  have  bearings  on  the 
wall  of  four  inches. 

g.  Headers  and  Trimmers  of  all 
openings  more  than  three  feet 
square  in  first  floor  of  dwellings 
shall  be  floor  joists  doubled,  or 
their  equivalent,  and  in  any  floor 
that  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
All  the  supporting  walls  or  parti- 
tions, above  the  first  floor  in  any 
building  shall  be  trussed  when 
over  an  opening  of  8'  or  more. 


Floor  joists  shall  be  doubled  un- 
der all  partitions. 

h.  No  floor  timber,  header  or 
trimmer  of  a  building  shall  be  cut 
into  more  than  two  inches  in  depth 
for  piping  without  a  permit  from 
the  Inspector,  and  no  cutting  shall 
be  made  in  any  timber  at  a  greater 
distance  than  three  feet  from  its 
support. 

i.  Bridging  —  All  floor  timbers 
with  a  span  from  eight  to  sixteen 
feet  shall  have  one  row  of  bridg- 
ing; all  floor  timbers  with  a  span 
of  sixteen  feet  or  more  shall  have 
a  row  of  bridging  every  eight  feet. 
Bridging  may  be  of  wood  block 
type,  or  1"  x  3"  cross  bridging  or 
an  approved  metal  bridging  —  all 
securely  nailed. 

j.  Studding  for  outside  walls  and 
bearing  partitions  of  any  building 
shall  be  not  less  than  2"  x  4"  ex- 
cept for  small  storage  buildings  not 
over  7'  in  height,  where  2"  x  3" 
may  be  used.  All  studding  shall 
be  spaced  not  over  16"  on  center. 
Each  exterior  wall  shall  be  braced 
with  at  least  one  pair  of  diagonal 
braces  extending  out  at  least  two 
bays  of  studding.  Braces  may  be 
omitted  when  %"  plywood  or  di- 
agonal sheathing  is  used. 

k.  Rafters  —  (Except  Platforms 
and  Porches)  Rafters  shall  be  se- 
lected and  spaced  not  to  exceed 
the  requirements  specified  in  the 
following  data  and  rafter  table.

For  flat  roofs  and  roofs  having 
a  slope  of  less  than  20°,  use  the 
tables  for  floor  joists  shown  under 
Section  10c. 


Where  collar  ties  are  used,  rafter 
lengths  may  be  increased  50%  over 
the  allowable  spans  noted  in  the 
above  table.  The  increase  in  rafter 
length  may  be  allowed  only  when 
collar  ties  are  placed  within  the 
limits  of  the  middle  one-third  of 
the  rafter  length. 

Section  10 
Fire  Stops 
All  dwellings  hereafter  erected 
or  altered  shall  have  fire-stops  in 
the  interior  composed  of  cement, 
plaster,  mortar,  or  some  incom- 
bustible material  set  solid  in  mor- 
tar, in  the  following  manner:  In 
brick  and  stone  buildings  the  space 
between  all  furring  on  the  walls 
and  between  the  studding  of  all 
partitions  shall  be  filled  solid  and 


flush  to  a  height  of  six  inches  above 
the  floor  joists  in  each  story. 

The  spaces  between  such  parts 
of  floor  joists  as  rest  upon  parti- 
tion head,  shall  also  be  filled  to 
the  same  width  as  studding  above. 

In  wooden  buildings  the  spaces 
between  the  floor  joists  under  and 
over  partitions  and  also  between 
the  studs  of  each  exterior  wall,  and 
of  partitions  at  top  and  bottom  of 
each  story  shall  be  stopped  suffi- 
ciently to  check  effectively  any 
draught  from  one  story  to  another 
or  from  the  horizontal  spaces  be- 
tween stringers  of  stairs  and  joists 
of  landings,  unless  unsealed,  shall 
be  fire-stopped  sufficiently  to  pre- 
vent the  passage  of  air. 

The  spaces  around  chimneys  in- 
side of  furring  or  studding,  making 
air  ducts,  are  to  be  thoroughly  fire- 
stopped  with  suitable  incombusti- 
ble materials. 

Section  11 
Snow  Guards 

a.  Every  building  upon  the  line 
or  within  five  feet  of  the  line  of 
any  street,  having  a  pitched  roof 
sloping  to  the  street,  shall  be  pro- 
!  vided  with  suitable  snow  barriers 
I  or  guards  upon  said  roof  to  prevent 
'  the  snow  sliding  therefrom. 
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Section  12 
Hoofing  Protection 

a.  All  roofs  of  new,  reconstruct- 
ed or  repaired  buildings  within  the 
fire  limits  shall  be  covered  with 
a  non-combustible  or  fire-resisting 
material.  All  sky-lights  within  this 
limit  to  be  glazed  with  wire  glass. 

b.  Fire  Limits  —  Building  or  fire 
limits  within  the  Town  shall  be: 
"Starting  from  a  point  on  the  shore 
300  feet  northerly  from  the  north- 
erly line  of  Lothrop  Street  con- 
tinued to  the  Shore;  thence  run- 
ning in  a  westerly  direction  par- 
allel to  Lothrop  and  Allerton 
Streets  to  a  point  300  feet  west  of 
the  northerly  line  of  Allerton 
Street;  thence  running  in  a  south- 
erly direction  parallel  to  Allerton, 
Russell  and  High  Streets  and  Wil- 
lard  Place  to  the  Brook;  thence 
following  the  Brook  in  an  easterly 
direction  to  the  shore;  thence  fol- 
lowing the  shore  in  a  northerly  di- 
rection to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Starting  from  a  point  on  the  shore 
300  feet  south  of  the  southerly  line 
of  Holmes  Terrace,  continued  to 
the  shore;  thence  running  wester- 
ly parallel  to  Holmes  Terrace  to 
Court  Street;  thence  crossing 
Court  diagonally  to  a  point  300  feet 
south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Cen- 
tennial Street;  thence  running 
westerly  parallel  to  Centennial 
Street  to  the  line  of  the  former  rail- 
road, thence  by  the  railroad  west- 
erly to  a  point  1000  feet  west  of  the 
Westerly  line  of  Standish  Avenue; 
thence  parallel  to  said  Standish 
Avenue,  and  Spooner  Street,  north- 
erly to  the  Kingston  line;  thence 
easterly  along  the  Kingston  line  to 
the  shore  and  southerly  along  the 
shore  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

All  areas  that  are  now  or  that  in 
the  future  may  be  designated  as 
"Business  Zones"  shall  likewise  be 
considered  subject  to  the  restric- 
tions applying  to  "Fire  Limits." 


Section  13 

Glass  Dead  Eyes 

a.  The  first  floor  of  every  mer- 
cantile establishment  and  store 
shall  be  equipped  with  glass  dead 
eyes  in  the  locations  and  of  the 
type  determined  by  the  Fire  Chief 
and  shall  be  installed  in  a  manner 
satisfactory  to  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor. 

Section  14 
Change  in  Use  of  a  Building 

a.  No  change  shall  be  made  in 
character  of  occupancy  or  use  of 
any  building  or  portion  of  building, 
which  would  change  the  required 
floor  strength  unless  such  building 
is  made  to  comply  with  require- 
ments of  this  code. 

Section  15 
Dangerous  or  Unsafe  Buildings 

a.  If  any  building  already  erected 
or  in  process  of  erection  shall,  af- 
ter examination  by  the  Inspector, 
be  deemed  by  him  weak,  unsafe 
or  dangerous  from  poor  construc- 
tion, faulty,  weak  or  unfit  ma- 
terials, he  shall  cause  to  be  made 
such  changes  in,  alterations  of,  or 
additions  to  the  work  and  ma- 
terials as  he  shall  consider  neces- 
sary. If  the  building  is  in  process 
of  construction,  he  shall  hereby 
have  authority  to  cause  all  work 
upon  the  same  to  be  suspended  un- 
til any  alterations  or  additions 
which  he  may  have  ordered  are 
completed. 

Section  16 
Fire  Damage 

a.  No  structural  repairs  after  fires 
shall  be  made  unless  such  repairs 
comply  to  the  requirements  of  this 
code.  All  structural  parts  dam- 
aged by  fire  shall  be  removed  and 
replaced  with  new  materials. 
Slightly  damaged  parts,  not  im- 
paired in  strength,  shall  be  treated 
as  directed. 
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Section  17 
Appointment  of  Inspector 
of  Buildings 

a    The   Commission   of  Public 
Safety  shall  appoint  annually,  in 
April,   an  Inspector  of  Buildings 
who  shall  hold  office  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of 
his  appointment  and  until  another 
is  appointed  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed.   He  shall  be  re- 
movable at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Commission  and  a  vacancy  may 
be  filled  at  any  time  for  the  un- 
expired  term.   He   shall  receive 
such  compensations  as  the  Town 
may  from  time  to  time  determine. 
The  said  Inspector  shall  not  in- 
spect his  own  work  or  any  building 
in  which  he  is  interested. 

b  The  terms  "Inspector  of 
Building"  or  "Inspector/'  where 
used  in  this  code,  shall  have  the 
same  meaning  and  refer  to  the  one 
person  as  defined  in  Chapter  143 
Section  1,  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  18 
Duties  of  Inspector 

a  The  Inspector  shall,  in  his  dis 
cretion,  examine  all  buildings  in 
course  of  erection  or  alteration  in 
the  Town,  and  make  a  record  of 
all  violations  of  the  by-laws  relat- 
ing thereto.  The  Inspector  shal 
keep  a  record  of  all  business  of 
the  Department. 

Section  19 
Permits 

a    Except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, no  person  shall  erect,  raze 
move,  structurally  alter,  or  make 
any  changes  in  use  or  type  of  oc- 
cupancy, of  any  building,  except  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
these  by-laws,  or  without  having 
tat   obtained   a   written  permit 
from   the   Inspector.    Plans  and 
specifications  shall  be  submitted  to 
'  the  Inspector  together  with  such 
structural  details  as  he  may  re- 
quire    No  work  shall  begin  until  a 
permit  is  granted. 


b  All  permits  shall  be  void  if 
operations  thereunder  are  not 
commenced  within  6  months  after 
date  of  the  permit,  or  if  the  opera- 
tions thereunder  are  discontinued 
for  a  period  of  more  than  6  months. 

c.  All  permits  are  issued  subject 
to  the  provisions  and  limitations 
included  in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of 
the  Town  of  Plymouth. 

d.  No  Building  shall  be  erected 
in  a  subdivision  as  defined  in  Chap. 
41  G  L  ,  Sect.  81— L,  unless  and 
until  such  subdivision  has  been  ap- 
proved by  the  Planning  Board. 

e  Applications  for  building  per- 
mits shall  be  in  writing  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  the  Town,  and 
no  person  shall  enter  into  any  work 
covered  by  these  by-laws  without 
first  obtaining  a  permit  in  writing. 

f  A  separate  application  and 
separate  permit  is  required  for 
each  building. 

g  All  permits  issued  shall  be 
recorded  in  detail,  and  said  rec- 
ords shall  be  preserved  by  and 
shall  remain  the  property  of  the 
Town  of  Plymouth. 


Exemptions 

The  following  work  may  be  done 
without  obtaining  a  permit.  Re- 
pairs for  ordinary  maintenance 
such  as  renewing  of  roof  and  side 
wall  covering,  doors,  windows 
trim,  steps,  finish  floors  or  similar 
work  that  does  not  involve  the  cut- 
ting or  removal  of  any  framing 
member  or  other  support. 

Section  20 
Penalty 

a.  Anyone  violating  any  provi- 
sions of  these  by-laws  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
$100.00  for  each  separate  offense. 

Section  21 
Validity 

a  The  invalidity  of  any  section 
or  provision  of  this  code  shaU  not 
invalidate  any  other  section  or  pro- 
vision thereof.

Section  22 
Inspection 

a:  The  Inspector,  on  receipt  of  a 
notice  from  the  owner  or  builder, 
that  any  building,  or  alterations, 
additions  or  repairs  to  any  build- 
ings are  ready  for  inspection  shall, 
as  soon  as  possible,  inspect  the 
premises,  but  shall  not  accept  the 
building  until  all  the  requirements 
of  the  by-laws  have  been  complied 
with. 

b.  No  building  hereafter  erected, 
altered,  added  to  or  repaired,  that 
is  to  be  finished  in  whole  or  in 
part,  shall  have  the  frame  con- 
cealed until  the  owner  or  the  build- 
er shall  have  notified  the  Inspector 
to  inspect  same,  and  shall  have  re- 
ceived a  notice  in  writing  that  the 
building  is  accepted,  excepting 
apartment  houses,  in  which,  if  re- 
quested by  the  owner  or  builder, 
each  floor  shall  be  inspected  sep- 
arately. 


Section  23 
Authority  of  Inspector 

a.  The  Inspector  shall  have  the 
power  to  pass  upon  the  manner  of 
construction  or  materials  to  be 
used  in  the  erection  or  alteration 
of  any  building  or  other  structure 
in  the  Town  of  Plymouth  and  to 
make  the  same  conform  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  sev- 
eral provisions  of  this  by-law.  He 
shall  have  the  power  to  vary  or 
modify  the  provisions  of  this  code, 
upon  application,  in  writing,  by  an 
owner  of  such  building,  or  struc- 
ture, or  his  representative,  where 
there  are  practical  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  carrying  out  the  strict 
letter  of  the  law,  so  that  the  spirit 
of  the  law  shall  be  observed,  the 
public  safety  secured  and  substan- 
tial justice  done.  No  such  divia- 
tion  shall  be  permitted  unless  a 
record  be  kept  of  the  same. 

b.  The  Inspector  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  enter  any  buildings  or 
structures  at  any  reasonable  hours 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
whether  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  by-laws  are  being  violated.

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Plumbing  By-Laws  for  the  Town  of  Plymouth 


PREFACE 

According  to  the  authority  granted  under  Chapter  10  of  the  Laws 
of  1951,  as  accepted  by  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March 
1951,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Commission  of  Public  Safety,  said  Com- 
mission shall,  at  the  present  time,  be  the  "Administrative  Authority" 
(also  called  "the  Authority"),  referred  to  in  these  By-laws.  If  the 
Town  should  ever  change  its  administrative  organization,  these  duties 
and  res'ponsibilites  may  be  transferred  to  some  other  board  or  com- 
mission. In  accord  with  Section  15  of  Chapter  142  of  the  General  Laws, 
the  Administrative  Authority  shall  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  Town 
at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  all  their  proceedings  under  tins  Code 
in  the  preceding  year. 


ARTICLE  1 
The  Plumbing  System 

(a)  The  plumbing  system  of  a 
building  includes  the  water  supply 
distributing  pipes  to  the  plumbing 
fixtures  with  their  devices,  ap- 
purtenances and  connections,  all 
within,  to,  or  from  the  building, 
which  are  connected  or  are  to  be 
connected  with  the  drainage  sys- 
tem; the  plumbing  fixtures;  the  fix- 
ture traps;  the  soil,  waste  and  vent 
pipes. 

(b)  Nothing  in  these  By-laws 
shall  be  construed  as  applying  to 
the  business  of  steam  fitting,  re- 
frigeration, heating  and  ventila- 
ting, or  gas  fitting,  beyond  the 
point  where  any  connection  is 
made  with  the  water  distribution 
system  carrying  water  for  drink- 
ing or  culinary  purposes,  or  with 
the  waste  pipes  carrying  wastes  or 
sewage,  or  with  the  vent  system. 
Such  connections  shall  be  made 
subject  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  plumbing  inspectors. 

(c)  Every  holder  of  a  plumber's 
license  residing  and  doing  plumb- 
ing work  in  Plymouth  shall  per- 


sonally register  his  name  and  ad- 
dress between  May  1st  and  31st  of 
each  year  with  the  Administrative 
Authority,  presenting  his  license. 

(d)  All  other  licensed  plumbers 
shall  register  upon  application  for 
a  plumbing  permit,  presenting 
their  license. 

ARTICLE  2 

Inspection 

(a)  The  inspectors  shall  inspect 
all  plumbing  work  for  which  per- 
mits are  hereafter  granted  for 
construction,  alterations,  or  re- 
pairs, within  two  working  days 
after  notice  that  they  are  ready  for 
inspection,  and  shall  report  any 
violation  of  any  law,  ordinance  or 
by-law  relating  to  plumbing,  and 
also  perform  such  other  appropri- 
ate duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Administrative  Authority. 

(b)  The  inspectors  of  plumbing 
(who  have  been  duly  appointed  by 
the  Administrative  Authority  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  Chap- 
ter 142  of  the  General  Laws) 
must  be  notified  when  any  work  is 
ready  for  inspection,  and  no  pipes 
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or  other  fixtures  may  be  covered 
or  concealed  from  view  until  in- 
spected and  approved. 
'  (c)  No  plumbing  work  shall  be 
used  until  the  same  is  in  good 
condition  as  shown  by  the  water 
test  or  some  other  reliable  test 
made  by  the  plumber  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  inspector,  and  a  writ- 
ten certificate  of  approval  has  been 
granted  by  said  inspectors  at  the 
satisfactory  completion  of  said 
work.  If,  on  inspection,  the  work 
is  not  satisfactory,  the  plumber 
will  be  notified  and  a  limit  of  five 
days  (unless  otherwise  permitted) 
given  in  which  to  complete  said 
work. 

(d)  Right  to  inspect:  The  plumb- 
ing inspectors  shall  be  authorized 
in  writing  by  the  Administrative 
Authority,  upon  substantial  evi- 
dence, to  inspect  any  plumbing 
when  it  is  deemed  necessary  to 
protect  the  public  health. 

(e)  Correction  of  Faulty  Condi- 
tions: Upon  written  notice  from 
the  Administrative  Authority  the 
owner  or  lessee  shall  be  required 
to  correct  promptly  any  and 
all  insanitary  or  defective  condi- 
tions which  are  liable  to  have  im- 
mediate detrimental  effects.  He 
shall  also  correct  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble other  insanitary  or  defective 
conditions  which  may  over  a 
period  of  time  have  a  detrimental 
effect  on  health. 

(f)  All  systems  or  parts  of  sys- 
tems of  plumbing  proposed  to  be 
connected  to  the  common  sewers 
and  not  heretofore  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  an  in- 
spector of  plumbing  shall  in  all 
cases  be  tested  as  far  as  possible 
as  provided  in  Article  2  (e),  and 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  before 
such  connection  is  made,  except 
that  the  inspector  may  permit 
such  departures  from  said  provi- 
sions as  in  his  judgment  it  is  safe 
to  allow.  The  replacing  of  sou  and 
waste  pipes  within  a  building  will 


not  be  required,  provided  said 
pipes  are  found  to  be  in  a  satis- 
factory condition.

(b)  Any  plumbing  work  other 
than  that  of  repairing  leaks  shall  j 
be  performed  only  by  a  licensed 
plumber.  Apprenticeship  training 
under  a  licensed  plumber  is  per- 
missatyle  under  these  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  4 
Sewage  Disposal 

(a)  The  plumbing  of  each  build- 
ing shall  have  an  independent  con- 
nection to  the  public  sewer  outside 
of  the  building,  unless,  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  authorities,  a  separate  j 
connection  is  not  feasible.    If  a  | 
sewer  is  not  available,  the  sewage 
shall  be  discharged  into  a  cesspool, 
or  septic  tank  and  cesspool  or  sub-  j 
surface    distribution    system,  the 
plans  of  which  must  be  approved 
by  the  Administrative  Authority  be-  | 
fore  the  connection  is  made,  (see 
also  d.) 

(b)  No  drain  or  sewer  from  any 
building  shall  pass  under  any  other 

I  building;  neither  shall  said  drain 
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or  sewer  pass  within  five  feet  of 
the  outside  of  the  foundation  wall 
of  any  building,  unless  it  be  of 
cast  iron  pipe;  the  joints  of  said 
pipe  to  be  made  of  molten  lead, 
thoroughly  caulked  and  tested,  or 
such  other  joints  as  may  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Administrative  Au- 
thority. Structures  containing  three 
or  more  tenements  with  party  walls 
between  them,  and  separate  en- 
trances to  each,  may  be  con- 
sidered as  two  or  more  buildings. 

(c)  Backwater  Valves  —  Ma- 
terial and  Design:  Backwater 
valves  shall  have  all  bearing  parts 
or  balls  of  corrosion-resistant  ma- 
terial and  be  so  constructed  as  to 
insure  a  positive  mechanical  seal 
against  backflow. 

Location:  Backwater  valves 
shall  be  installed  in  drainage  lines 
wherever  such  drainage  pipes  or 
fixtures  are  subject  to  backflow  or 
backpressure.  Such  backwater 
valves  shall  be  so  located  as  to  be 
readily  accessible  for  inspection 
and  cleaning. 

(d)  Cesspools:  No  cesspo6l  or 
septic  tank  shall  hereafter  be  con- 
structed or  installed  in  this  Town 
until  a  permit  has  first  been  ob- 
tained from  the  Administrative 
Authority.  A  plumber's  license 
shall  not  be  required  to  obtain  a 
permit  or  to  construct  cesspools 
and  septic  tanks. 

All  cesspools  hereafter  con- 
structed shall  be  of  approved  ma- 
terial, and,  unless  otherwise  speci- 
fied or  approved  by  the  Administra- 
tive Authority,  shall  be  located  not 
less  than  twenty  feet  from  any 
dwelling,  not  less  than  five  feet  from 
line  of  any  street,  court  or  passage- 
way, not  less  than  five  feet  from 
line  of  adjoining  lot,  all  measure- 
ments being  taken  from  the  near- 
est outer  circumference,  and  shall 
be  not  less  than  six  feet  in  depth, 
measuring  from  the  lower  rim  of 
Inlet  pipe,  nor  less  than  six  feet 
in  diameter.  When  of  flat  top  con- 
struction, a  minimum  of  four  inch 


concrete  reinforced  shall  be  used. 
All  cesspools  shall  be  provided 
with  an  approved  removable  cover. 

No  abandoned  well  may  be  used 
as  a  cesspool. 

The  minimum  distance  between 
a  water  supply  well  and  a  septic 
tank  or  cesspool  shall  be  fifty  feet 
unless  written  permission  is  given 
by  the  Administrative  Authority  to 
change  said  minimum. 


ARTICLE  5 
Drainage  System 

(a)    Drain,  soil,  and  waste  pipes 
within  a  building,  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  not  less  than  five  feet 
out  from  the  interior  of  the  founda- 
tion walls  thereof,  through  which 
waste  water  or  sewage  is  used  or 
carried,  shall  be  made  of  cast  iron, 
galvanized  iron  pipe,  lead  for  short 
connections  only,  annealed  brass 
pipe  not  less  than  13  Stubbs  gauge, 
or  hard   drawn   heavy  seamless 
copper  tubing  (government  speci- 
fications type  L)  with  full  sweated 
sleeve    type   joints.     With  screw 
type  cast  iron  waste  pipe,  drain- 
age type  fittings  must  be  used. 
Galvanized   piping    shall   not  be 
used  for  built-in  waste  piping  in 
floor  or  wall  construction  or  under- 
ground.   Standard  cast  iron  pipe 
is  permitted  except  in  commercial 
buildings  where  acids  are  used. 
The  house  sewer  shall  be  of  cast 
iron  pipe  with  lead  joints  unless 
otherwise  permitted  by  the  super- 
intendent of  sewers  and  the  plumb- 
ing inspectors. 

(b)  Fastening  Pipes:  Vertical 
piping  shall  be  secured  at  suffi- 
ciently close  intervals  to  keep  the 
pipe  in  alignment  and  carry  the 
weight  of  the  pipe  and  contents. 
Vertical  drainage  piping  shall  also 
be  supported  at  the  base  of  the 
stack.  Horizontal  lines  shall  be 
supported  at  approximately  five 
feet  on  centers  when  of  caulked 
lead  joint  construction,  and  ap- 
proximately eight  feet  on  centers 
when  of  other   construction.  All 
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pipes  four  inches  or  over  must  be 
supported  by  at  least  %"  iron 
hangars. 

(c)  All  horizontal  soil  and  waste 
pipe  shall  have  a  uniform  fall  to- 
wards the  sewer  of  not  less  than 
V4"  per  foot  wherever  possible, 
and  in  no  case  shall  it  be  less  than 
Va"  per  foot. 

(d)  There  shall  be  suitable 
cleanouts  at  all  angles  of  horizontal 
pipes  greater  than  45  degrees 
where  the  same  are  possible,  and 
at  foundation  walls  in  a  direct  line 
with  the  sewer,  and  at  such  points 
as  the  inspector  may  direct. 

(e)  Heavy  brass  screw  cleanout 
covers  shall  be  used  where  possi- 


ble, and  shall  be  the  same  nom- 
inal size  as  the  pipes  up  to  four 
inches. 

(f)  All  cleanouts  must  be  acces- 
sible for  inspection  and  cleaning. 

(g)  Changes  in  direction  on  hori- 
zontal runs  greater  than  45  de- 
grees shall  be  made  with  long 
sweep  bends,  and  connections  with 
horizontal  and  vertical  pipes  shall 
be  made  with  Y  or  TY  branches. 

(h)  In  no  case  shall  the  so-called 
short  T's  or  saddle  hubs  be  al- 
lowed. 

(i)  Soil  and  waste  pipes  shall  not 
have  less  than  the  following  dia- 
meters:

(k)  The  soil  pipe  of  every  build- 
ing shall  be  carried  to  a  height  of 
not  less  than  one  foot  above  the 
roof,  open  and  undiminished  in 
size.    No  vent  pipe  shall  be  cov- 


ered with  a  cap  or  cowl.  (See  also 
Article  9,h) 

(1)  All  branches  of  soil  or  waste 
pipe  of  twenty  feet  or  more  in 
length  shall  be  continued  at  full 
size  through  the  roof,  or  connected 
with  the  main  soil  pipe  at  a  point 
above  the  highest  fixture  in  the 
building. 

(m)  Drainage  of  stalls,  stables 
fixtures,  garages  and  laboratories 
shall  be  installed  in  accordance 
with  plans  approved  by  the  Ad- 
ministrative Authority. 

(n)  The  following  schedule  shall 
be  used  to  determine  the  mini- 
mum diameters  of  fixture  traps 
and  the  equivalent  unit  of  value;

ARTICLE  6 
Indirect  and  Special  Wastes 

(a)  No  waste  pipe  from  a  re- 
frigerator, ice  box  or  cold  room, 
and  any  receptacle  where  food  is 
stored,  any  sterilizer,  auto-clave, 
sterile  water  tank  or  any  recep- 
tacle used  to  treat,  process  or 
store  surgical  or  hospital  supplies 


and  equipment,  or  any  receptacle 
for  storing  or  dispensing  drinking 
water,  except  drinking  fountains 
which  are  properly  trapped  and 
vented,  shall  connect  directly  with 
any  house  drain,  soil  or  waste 
pipe.  Such  waste  pipe  shall  in  all 
cases  empty  over  an  open  sink, 
floor  drain  or  other  fixture  that  is 
properly  supplied  with  water,  con- 
nected, trapped  and  vented,  the 
same  as  any  other  fixture,  and  an 
air  gap  of  at  least  twice  the  dia- 
meter of  the  waste  pipe  shall  be 
provided  between  the  waste  pipe 
and  the  receiving  receptacle  or 
waste  pipe. 

(b)  All  pressure  steam  boilers 
connected  to  the  drain  shall  be 
connected  with  a  blow-off  tank  of 
a  capacity  not  less  than  thirty  per- 
cent of  the  largest  boiler  connect- 
ed with  such  tank.    The  location

of  said  blow-off  tank  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Authority. 

(c)  Floor  drains,  drips  from 
machinery  and  other  clean  wastes, 
too  low  to  drain  by  gravity  to  the 
sewer,  may  be  discharged  by  me- 
chanical means  into  the  gravity 
drainage  system.  Discharge  pipe 
shall  be  equipped  with  a  check 
valve  and  shall  be  trapped  with  a 
deep  seal  trap.  Details  of  all  me- 
chanical discharge  drainage  sys- 
tems shall  be  approved  by  the  in- 
spector before  beginning  work. 

(d)  All  clothes  washing  ma- 
chines when  connected  with  the 
sewer  shall  be  indirectly  con- 
nected. 

ARTICLE  7 

Joints  and  Connections 

(a)  Caulked  joints  shall  be  made 
with  Oakum  and  molten  lead, 
thoroughly  caulked  and  made  tight, 
and  in  no  case  shall  paint,  putty 
or  cement  of  any  kind  be  allowed. 

(b)  Screwed  joints:  Pipe  ends 
shall  be  reamed  to  size  of  bore, 
and  all  chips  and  cuttings  shall  be 
removed.  Joints  between  wrought 
iron,  steel,  brass  or  copper  pipe 
and  cast  iron  pipe  shall  be  either 
caulked  or  screwed  joints  made 
with  the  proper  fitting  between. 

(c)  Wiped  joints:  Wiped  joints 
in  lead  pipe,  or  between  lead  pipe 
and  brass  or  copper  pipe,  ferrules, 
solder  nipples,  bushings,  or  traps, 
in  all  cases  on  the  sewer  side  of 
the  trap,  shall  be  full-wiped  joints. 

(d)  Slip  joints  shall  be  used 
only: 

1.  To  connect  the  tail  piece  of 
the  fixture. 

2.  On  bath  waste  and  overflows. 

3.  On  continuous  wastes. 

(c)  Soldered  or  Sweat  joints: 
All  copper  sweat  joints  shall  be 
made  with  approved  standard  fit- 
tings. 


ARTICLE  8 

Traps 

(a)  Every  water  fixture  having 
a  waste  pipe  connected  with  the 
sewer  or  cesspool  shall  be  fur- 
nished with  a  separate  and  suit- 
able trap  placed  as  near  as  possi- 
ble to  the  fixture  that  it  serve?, 
except  that  where  a  sink  and  wash 
tray  come  in  contact  with  each 
other  and  in  remodeling  work  only 
where  a  bath  tub  and  lavatory 
come  in  contact  with  each  olher, 
a  drum  trap  not  less  than  4"x8" 
may  be  used  for  both.  The  dis- 
tance from  trap  to  vent  shall  not 
be  over  four  feet,  inlets  of  which 
shall  be  not  more  than  four  feet  de- 
veloped length  from  floor  level  to 
trap  and  enter  trap  separately. 
The  outlet  pipe  from  trap  in  such 
cases  shall  be  at  least  two  inches. 

(b)  Where  round  traps  are  used, 
they  shall  be  so  placed,  where 
practical,  that  the  trap-screw  cov- 
er shall  be  water  sealed. 

(c)  A  suitable  grease  trap  shall 
be  connected  with  kitchen  sink  in 
every  hotel,  restaurant,  public 
cooking  establishments,  or  in  such 
other  place  as  may  be  required 
by  the  inspector. 

(d)  This  and  all  other  traps  shall 
be  so  placed  that  they  may  be 
easily  accessible  for  inspection 
and  cleaning. 

(e)  Traps  shall  be  protected 
from  siphonage  and  backpressure 
by  cast  iron,  galvanized  iron,  brass 
or  copper  vents.  V2S  traps  shall 
not  have  more  than  3  ft.  of  waste 
pipe  and  not  more  than  lA"  pitch 
per  foot  from  trap  to  vent.  Round 
traps  not  less  than  8"  long  and  4" 
in  diameter  may  be  placed  4  ft. 
from  vent  pipe;  and  where  they 
serve  the  uppermost  fixtures  on  a 
4"  stack,  no  vent  shall  be  re- 
quired if  taken  into  the  horizontal 
line  between  vent  stack  and  closet 
bend.  A  water  closet  may  be 
placed  not  more  than  5  ft.  from 
vent  and  shall  connect  with  the 
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stack  not  more  than  24"  below 
the  top  water  level  of  the  trap. 

(f)  Special  traps:  Every  build- 
ing in  which  gasoline,  naphtha  or 
other  inflammable  compounds  are 
used  for  business  purposes  shall 
be  provided  with  a  special  trap  or 
separator,  approved  by  the  in- 
spector, so  as  to  prevent  the  pass- 
age of  oils   or   gasses   into  the 


sewer,  and  shall  be  ventilated 
with  a  separate  pipe  to  a  point  3 
ft.  above  the  roof.  The  waste  of 
every  public  washstand  for  ve- 
hicles shall  be  provided  with  a 
catch  basin  so  designed  that  sand 
cannot  pass  into  the  drain. 

(g)  Trap  covers  and  cleanouts, 
with  the  exception  of  grease  traps, 
in  all  cases  shall  be  brass.

(c)  Two  or  more  air  pipes  may 
be  connected  together  but  in  all 
cases  such  connections  shall  be 
made  above  the  fixtures  they 
serve. 

(d)  Floor  Drains:  Single  floor 
drains  shall  be  separately  vented 
unless  otherwise  noted.  Groups  of 
two  or  more  floor  drains,  discharg- 
ing through  separate  branch  waste 
pipes  not  more  than  15  ft.  long  into 
4"  or  larger  main  waste  pipes 
serving  floor  drains  only,  may  be 
vented  on  the  outlet  side  of  the  end 
floor  drain,  by  means  of  an  exten- 
sion of  the  main  waste  pipe  un- 
diminished in  size  as  a  vent  pipe. 

(e)  All  vents  should  be  contin- 
uous unless  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspector  it  is  not  practical;  in 
such  cases  where  vent  pipes  con- 
nect to  a  horizontal  soil  or  waste 
pipe,  the  vent  shall  be  taken  off

(f)  All  vent  pipes  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  not  to  allow  the 
formation  of  a  trap  nor  their  use 
as  waste  pipes,  with  the  following 
exception: 

(Wet  Vent)  The  waste  pipe  for 
a  lavatory  in  a  bathroom  may 
serve  as  a  vent  for  a  bathtub  or 
shower,  provided  that  none  of  the 
main  waste  pipe  is  less  than  2" 
in  size. 

(g)  No  vent  pipe  shall  connect 
with  any  other  vent  pipe  until  it 
has  attained  the  height  of  the  top 
of  the  fixtures  whose  trap  it  ven- 
tilates. 

(h)  Location  of  Vent  Terminals: 
No  vent  terminal  from  a  sanitary 
drainage  system  shall  be  directly 
beneath  any  door,  window  or  other 
ventilating  opening  of  the  same  or 
an  adjacent  building,  nor  shall  any 
such  vent  terminal  be  within  12  ft. 
horizontally  of  such  an  opening  un- 
less it  is  at  least  1  ft.  above  the 
top  of  such  an  opening.  Where  the 
roof  is  used  for  any  purpose  other 
than  weather  protection,  the  ex- 
tension shall  be  run  at  least  7  ft. 
above  the  roof. 

ARTICLE  10 

Water  Closets  and  Toilet  Room 
Requirements: 

(a)  In  all  tenements  or  blocks 
there  shall  be  at  least  one  water 
closet  for  each  tenement  or  fam- 
ily. In  hotels  and  lodging  houses 
there  must  be  one  water  closet  on 
each  floor,  and  where  there  are 
more  than  twelve  persons  on  any 
floor,  there  must  be  an  additional 
water  closet  on  that  floor  for  every 
twelve  additional  persons  or  frac- 
tion thereof. 

(b)  Toilet  room  construction  and 
facilities  in  indusrtial  establish- 
ments, restaurants,  and  places  of 
public  assembly,  in  addition  to  the 


provisions  of  this  code,  must  be 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  for  toilets  by  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Labor 
and  Industries.  Toilet  seats  in 
such  establishments  shall  be  of  an 
open  front  type. 

ARTICLE  11 

Ventilation 

Except  in  those  cases  where 
the  rules  and  regulations  of 
Massachusetts  require  more,  the 
following  is  the  minimum  amount 
of  ventilation  permitted  in  com- 
partments in  which  water  closets 
and  urinals  are  situated: 

(a)  No  water  closet  shall  be 
placed  in  an  apartment  that  does 
not  have  a  direct  opening  of  at 
least  three  square  feet  to  the  ex- 
ternal air  approved  by  the  inspec- 
tor. 

(b)  Every  toilet  room  containing 
a  water  closet  or  urinal  which  is 
located  so  that  no  window  or  sky- 
light can  be  installed  directly  to 
the  outside  air  shall  be  provided 
with  a  duct  which  shall  connect 
such  toilet  room  with  the  outside 
air.  Such  duct  connections  shall 
terminate  inside  the  toilet  room 
with  a  register  or  grille  which 
shall  have  a  free  area  of  the  full 
duct  size  and  shall  terminate  at 
the  outside  air  with  a  weather- 
proof louver  and  insect  screen. 
The  minimum  size  of  such  ducts 
shall  be  equal  in  area  to  35  square 
inches.  The  area  shall  be  in- 
creased to  allow  28  square  inches 
of  free  area  for  each  additional 
water  closet  and  8  square  inches 
of  air  for  each  additional  urinal. 
These  dimensions  shall  not  apply 
if  an  adequate  mechanical  exhaust 
system  is  installed. 

ARTICLE  12 
Water  Supply  and  Distribution 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  any 
building  shall  be  distributed 
through  a  piping  system  entirely 
independent  of  any  piping  system 
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conveying  another  water  supply 
which  is  not  approved  for  drinking 
purposes  by  the  State  or  local 
health  authority. 

(b)  The  water  service  pipe  to 
any  building  shall  be  of  sufficient 
size  to  permit  a  continuous  ample 
flow  of  water  on  all  floors  at  any 
given  time. 

(c)  All  plumbing  fixtures  shall 
be  provided  with  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water  to  keep  them  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  Every  water 
closet  or  pedestal  urinal  shall  be 
flushed  by  means  of  an  approved 
tank  or  flushometer  valve  of  at 
least  four  gallons  flushing  capacity 
for  water  closets  and  at  least  two 
gallons  for  urinals,  and  shall  be 
adjusted  to  prevent  the  waste  of 
water. 

(d)  Water  supply  pipe  connec- 
tions to  swimming  pools,  hospital 
or  laboratory  sterilizers,  bedpan 
sterilizers,  toilets,  urinals,  or  to 
any  other  plumbing  fixture,  shall 
be  made  in  a  manner  so  as  to 
make  impossible  the  return  of  any 
of  the  water,  liquid  or  waste  from 
the  fixture  to  the  water  supply  dis- 
tributing system  either  by  gravity 
or  siphonage. 

(e)  Allowance  for  character  of 
water:  When  selecting  the  ma- 
terial and  size  of  pipe  for  water 
supply,  due  consideration  shall  be 
given  to  the  action  of  the  water  on 
the  interior  of  the  pipe. 

(f)  An  accessible  shut-off  shall 
be  provided  for  the  following: 

1.  Where  water  enters  building. 

2.  For  each  flat  or  apartment. 

3.  For  each  hot  water  tank 
supply. 

(g)  All  water  piping  within  a 
building  shall  be  installed  with 
proper  pitch  and  accessible  drips 
for  draining  purposes. 

(h)  Drinking  fountains  shall  be 
so  designed  that  the  lips  cannot  be 
placed  upon  the  jets  or  nozzle  from 
which  the  water  is  delivered. 


ARTICLE  13 
Hot  Water  Supply 

(a)  Hot  water  storage  tanks, 
tankless  heaters  and  connection 
thereto  shall  be  installed  and  con- 
nected by  u  licensed  plumber  un- 
der a  special  permit  issued  to  a 
registered  and  licensed  plumber. 

(b)  Hot  water  storage  tanks  and 
safety  appliances  shall  comply 
with  sections  17,  18,  19  and  20  of 
the  General  Laws,  Chapter  142,  as 
revised  by  Chapter  612  of  the  Acts 
and  Resolves  cf  1955: 

Section  17.  No  range  boiler, 
tank,  vessel  or  container,  ferrous 
or  non-ferrous,  in  which  water  is 
to  be  heated  or  stored  under  pres- 
sure for  domestic,  culinary  or 
sanitary  purposes,  in  this  section 
or  in  sections  eighteen  and  nine- 
teen referred  to  as  hot  water 
tanks,  shall  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale  unless  it  is  plainly  marked  by 
the  manufacturer,  by  stamping  in- 
to the  metal  of  the  tank,  or  on  a 
metal  plate  permanently  attached 
to  the  tank,  in  a  conspicuous  place, 
as  follows: 

A.  Manufacturers  name  or  reg- 
istered trade  mark. 

B.  Rated  capacity  of  hot  water 
tank  in  United  States  gallons. 

C.  Hydrostatic  pressure  in 
pounds  per  square  inch  at  which 
the  tank  has  been  tested  by  the 
manufacturer,  following  the 
words:  "Tested  to  .  .  . 

D.  Maximum  allowable  work- 
ing pressure  in  pounds  per  square 
inch. 

Notwithstanding  the  require- 
ments of  the  preliminary  para- 
graph and  paragraphs  A  to  D,  in- 
clusive, of  this  section,  the  mark- 
ings therein  referred  to  shall  not 
be  required,  in  the  case  of  cast 
iron  hot  water  fronts,  so  called,  or 
hot  water  tanks  that  are  insulated 
or  enclosed  in  a  jacket  or  casing, 
to  be  stamped  into  the  metal  there- 
of or  to  be  stamped  on  a  metal 
plate  permanently  attached  there- 
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to;  provided,  that  any  manu- 
facturer selling  such  hot  water 
fronts  within  the  Commonwealth 
Shall  in  writing  certify  to  the  de- 
partment of  public  safety  and  the 
board  of  state  examiners  of 
plumbers  that  every  such  water 
front  sold  by  him  complies  with 
the  pertinent  provisions  of  law; 
and  provided,  further,  that  any 
manufacturer  of  hot  water  -tanks 
that  are  insulated  or  enclosed  in 
a  jacket  or  casing  which  are  to  be 
sold  within  the  Commonwealth 
shall  certify  in  writing  to  the  de- 
partment of  public  safety  and  the 
board  of  state  examiners  of  plumb- 
ers that  every  such  tankless  water 
heater  coil  or  element  or  hot  water 
tank  manufactured  by  him  com- 
plies with  the  pertinent  provisions 
of  law,  and  shall  permanently  at- 
tach to  the  largest  segment  of  said 
jacket  or  casing,  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  a  metal  plate  which  has 
stamped  into  the  metal  thereof  the 
requirements  of  paragraphs  A  to 
D,  inclusive. 

Section  18.  No  hot  water  tank 
shall  be  repaired,  relocated  or  in- 
stalled and  connected,  unless  it 
meets  the  following  construction 
requirements: 

A.  The  actual  capacity  of  a  hot 
water  tank  shall  be  within  seven 
and  one-half  percent  (7V2%)  of  the 
capacity  stamped  on  the  tank. 

B.  A  hot  water  tank  shall  be  so 
constructed  by  riveting,  welding  or 
otherwise,  as  to  withstand  the 
stamped  test  pressure  without 
visible  permanent  distortion  and 
be  so  designed  as  to  have  an  ulti- 
mate strength  sufficient  to  with- 
stand a  hydrostatic  pressure 
twenty-five  percent  (25%)  higher 
than  the  stamped  test  pressure. 

C.  Solder  which  melts  at  a  tem- 
perature below  seven  hundred  de- 
grees Fahrenheit  shall  not  be  used 
to  hold  the  tank  together,  but  may 
be  used  to  make  it  water  tight, 
cistern  tanks  excepted. 


D.  A  hot  water  tank  in  which 
water  is  to  be  heated  or  stored 
under  pressure  greater  than  fifteen 
pounds  per  square  inch  shall  have 
a  stamped  test  pressure  of  not  less 
than  two  hundred  pounds  per 
square  inch. 

E.  The  maximum  working  pres- 
sure at  which  a  hot  water 
tank  may  be  installed  shall  not  be 
greater  than  forty-two  and  one- 
half  percent  (42V2%)  of  the  test 
pressure  marked  on  the  tank. 

Section  19.  No  hot  water  tank 
shall  be  installed  and  connected 
unless  it  is  protected  with  safety 
devices  as  follows: 

A.  A  hot  water  tank  in  which 
water  is  to  be  heated  or  stored 
under  pressure  greater  than  fifteen 
pounds  per  square  inch  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  suitable  pressure 
relief  valve  installed  in  a  tapping 
in  the  tank  or  in  the  cold  water 
supply  line,  or  the  hot  water  outlet 
line,  with  no  shut-off  valve  be- 
tween the  relief  valve  and  the 
tank.  The  pressure  relief  valve 
shall  be  set  by  the  manufacturer 
to  operate  at  a  pressure  not  more 
than  twenty  pounds  above  the  max- 
imum working  pressure  stamped 
on  the  tank  or  jacket  or  casing, 
and  shall  be  so  constructed  that 
said  setting  cannot  be  exceeded  by 
normal  means  of  adjustment. 

B.  A  hot  water  tank  to  which  a 
heating  device  or  appliance  cap- 
able of  delivering  water  to  the 
tank  at  a  temperature  greater  than 
two  hundred  and  twelve  degrees 
Fahrenheit  is  connected  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  suitable  tempera- 
ture relief  valve  so  adjusted  and 
installed  as  to  prevent  the  develop- 
ment of,  or  accumulation  of,  water 
which  is  at  a  temperature  in  ex- 
cess of  two  hundred  and  twelve  de- 
grees Fahrenheit.  Said  tempera- 
ture relief  valve  shall  be  installed 
in  a  tapping  directly  in  or  on  the 
tank,  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
top  of  a  vertical  tank,  or  within 
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six  inches  of  the  top  of  a  horizontal 
tank,  with  no  fittings  between  the 
valve  and  the  tank,  except  that  a 
bushing  may  be  used  to  reduce  the 
tapping  to  fit  the  valve  or  the 
valve  shall  be  installed  in  the  hot 
water  outlet  pipe  as  close  to  the 
top  of  the  tank  as  possible.  In  no 
case  shall  the  heat  sensitive  mem- 
ber of  the  temperature  relief  valve 
be  more  than  five  inches  away 
from  the  top  of  the  tank.  The  dis- 
charge outlet  of  the  temperature 
relief  valve  shall  be  connected  by 
means  of  a  non-ferrous  pipe  or 
tubing  not  less  than  three-eighths 
inch  inside  diameter,  with  no  shut- 
off,  to  an  open  plumbing  fixture, 
or  to  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
basement  floor.  A  thermostatical- 
ly controlled  hot  water  tank  may 
be  protected  by  an  automatic  fuel 
shut-off  device  in  addition  to  the 
thermostat.  Such  shut-off  device 
shall  be  installed  in  the  same  lo- 
cation and  perform  the  same  func- 
tion as  said  temperature  relief 
valve. 

C.  All  parts  of  temperature  and 
pressure  relief  valves  which  are 
in  contact  with  water  shall  be 
of  non  -  ferrous  metals  or  ma- 
terials having  suitable  corrosion 
resisting  properties.  All  pipes  and 
fittings  between  relief  valves  and 
the  hot  water  tank  shall  be  of  non- 
ferrous  metals. 

D.  Relief  valves  shall  be 
marked  by  the  manufacturer,  by 
stamping  or  by  casting  in  the 
metal  of  the  valve,  or  on  a  metal 
tag  permanently  attached  to  the 
valve,  as  follows: 

1.  Manufacturer's  name  or  reg- 
istered trade  mark. 

2.  The  type  or  style,  or  the  type 
and  style,  of  the  valve. 

3.  The  pressure  setting  of  the 
valve  in  pounds  per  square  inch. 

4.  The  temperature  setting  in  de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 

5.  Temperature  relieving  capac- 
ity in  B.  T.  U.  per  hour. 


Notwithstanding  the  require- 
ments of  paragraph  B  of  this  sec- 
lion,  the  protective  devices  speci- 
fied therein  shall  not  be  required 
in  the  case  of  that  portion  of  tank- 
less  water  heaters  which  contain 
water  to  be  heated  or  stored  under 
the  provisions  of  section  seven- 
teen. Said  portion  of  tankless 
water  heaters  shall  be  equipped 
with  -  a  pressure  relief  valve  and 
an  automatic  tempering  device, 
set  to  deliver  water  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  and  eighty  degrees 
Fahrenheit  and  located  between 
said  tankless  water  heater  and  any 
hot  water  supply  pipe  which  it 
serves. 

All  pipes  and  fittings  between 
the  tankless  water  heater  and  the 
pressure  relief  valve  and  the  tem- 
pering device  shall  be  of  non-fer- 
rous metals.  All  parts  of  the  tem- 
pering device  which  are  in  con- 
tact with  the  water  shall  be  of  non- 
ferrous  metals  or  other  materials 
having  suitable  corrosion-resisting 
properties.  Said  tempering  device 
shall  be  marked  by  the  manu- 
facturer by  casting  or  stamping  in 
the  metal  of  the  device,  or  on  a 
metal  tag  permanently  attached  to 
the  device,  as  follows: 

1.  Manufacturer's  name  or  reg- 
istered trade  mark. 

2.  The  type  or  style,  or  the 
type  and  style,  of  the  device. 

3.  The  temperature  settings,  in 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  plainly 
marked. 

E.  Temperature  and  pressure 
relief  valves  and  other  devices  re- 
ferred to  in  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  in- 
spectors of  plumbing  or  other 
proper  authorities. 

F.  All  pipes  and  fittings  in  the 
circulating  system  between  a  hot 
water  tank  and  the  heating  device 
or  appliance  shall  be  non-ferrous, 
and  of  ample  size  so  as  to  make 
it  impossible  to  heat  seventy-five 
percent    (75%)    of   the  available 
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water  in  the  tank  without  raising 
the  temperature  of  any  part  of  the 
water  above  two  hundred  and 
twelve  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

G.  No  hot  water  tank  shall  be 
installed  without  being  equipped 
with  an  approved  device  located 
so  as  to  prevent  any  partial 
vacuum  therein. 

Section  20.  The  three  preceding 
sections  shall  not  apply  to  the  sale 
or  offering  for  sale  of  installed 
range  boilers  or  to  the  sale  or 
offering  for  sale  of  range  boilers 
as  junk. 

ARTICLE  14 

No  hot  water  tank  shall  be  re- 
located or  installed  until  said  tank 
is  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspector 
safe  to  install.  A  test  of  the  test 
pressure  stamped  on  the  tank  shall 
be  required  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
inspector  such  a  test  is  necessary. 

ARTICLE  15 
Fixture  Support 

Whenever  a  domestic  hot  water 
tank  shall  be  hung  horizontally,  it 
shall  be  hung  by  not  less  than  two 
band  hangars,  fabricated  of  2"xV8" 
thick  flat  iron  stock,  bolted  at  the 
top  and  hung  from  adjacent  con- 
struction by  lag  rods  or  through 
bolts  not  elss  than  W  diameter. 
Horizontal  domestic  hot  water 
tanks  of  fifty  (50)  gallons  or  larger 
capacity  shall  be  supported  by  a 
floor  stand  or  cradle  stand  ap- 
proved by  the  inspector. 

ARTICLE  16 
Vacuum  Relief  Valves 

Vacuum  relief  valves  shall  be  so 
constructed  as  to  relieve  vacuum 
instantly  at  a  minus  pressure  not 
greater  than  one  inch  of  vacuum 
in  the  tank  or  boiler.  The  reliev- 
ing element  of  the  vacuum  valve 
shall  be  of  materials  that  will  not 
corrode  or  hold  fast  to  the  seat 
after  prolonged  use.  The  valve 
shall  not  leak  under  an  internal 
pressure  of  from  ten  pounds  to  one 


hundred  and  twenty-five  pounds 
per  square  inch.  Valves  of  the  ball 
check  type  shall  not  be  approved. 
Vacuum  relief  valves  shall  be 
placed  on  the  cold  water  supply 
pipe  to  tank  or  boiler  above  top  of 
tank  or  boiler.  Where  cold  water 
supply  enters  below  the  top  of  tank 
or  boiler  from  a  water  supply  lo- 
cated below  the  tank  or  boiler,  the 
supply  pipe  shall  rise  to  above  the 
top  of  tank  or  boiler,  forming  a  loop 
and  the  vacuum  valve  shall  be 
placed  on  top  of  loop  above  tank. 

ARTICLE  17 
Water  Heaters 

(a)  No  water  heater  or  heating 
coil  shall  be  connected  to  any 
storage  tank  until  said  tank  is 
equipped  with  temperature  and 
pressure  relief  valves  installed  in 
accordance  with  this  code. 

(b)  Oil  or  coal  hot  water  heaters, 
when  installed,  shall  conform  with 
Ihe  following  flue  requirements: 

1.  The  vent  pipe,  or  connection, 
should  not  be  smaller  than  the  size 
indicated  by  the  vent  collar  of  the 
appliance.  Where  the  appliance 
has  more  than  one  vent,  the  vent 
pipe  shall  equal  the  combined 
area  of  the  vents  for  which  it  acts 
as  a  common  connection  to  the 
flue. 

2.  The  horizontal  vent  connec- 
tion shall  be  as  short  as  possible, 
and  therefore  the  appliance  should 
be  located  as  near  the  flue  or 
chimney  as  is  practicable. 

3.  The  vent  pipe  shall  main- 
tain a  pitch  or  rise  from  the  ap- 
pliance to  the  flue  or  chimney. 

(c)  Gas  water  heaters  shall  be 
provided  with  an  effective  flue  or 
vent  in  accordance  with  specifica- 
tions approved  by  the  Administra- 
tive Authority. 

(d)  Gas  water  heaters  shall  not 
be  installed  in  bathrooms,  indus- 
trial wash  rooms,  toilets,  shower 
baths,  bedrooms,  or  in  any  other 
room  or  place  where  their  opera- 
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tion  would  cause  a  hazard  to  per- 
sons or  property  or  endanger  the 
life  or  health  of  persons. 

(e)  Gas  water  heaters  of  the 
closed  bottom  type  shall  not  be 
placed  directly  on  combustible 
floors  unless  suitable  insulation  is 
provided.  No  uninsulated  open  type 
water  heaters  shall  be  located 
closer  than  six  inches  to  any  com- 
bustible wall,  even  though  the  wall 
is  protected.  Metal-cased  insulat- 
ed gas  water  heaters  shall  not  be 
placed  closer  than  three  inches 
to  any  combustible  wall. 


ARTICLE  18 

Cutting  Timbers 

No  floor  timber,  header,  or  trim- 
mer of  a  building  shall  be  cut  into 
more  than  two  inches  in  depth  for 
piping  without  a  permit  from  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings. 


ARTICLE  19 

Any  person  violating  any  provi- 
sion of  the  ordinance  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  as  provided  in  Chapter 
142,  Sections  16  and  22  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

ADMINISTRATION 

(a)  These  Plumbing  By-laws 
shall  become  effective  thirty  days 
after  approval  by  the  Attorney 
General. 

(b)  Any  fees  for  plumbing  permits 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Administra- 
tive Authority  on  or  before  May 
1st  in  each  year,  and  any  fee 
schedule  so  fixed  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  first  issue  of  a  news- 
paper published  in  the  town  follow- 
ing said  date. 

(c)  The  invalidity  of  any  section 
or  provision  of  this  By-law  shall 
uot  invalidate  any  other  section  or 
provision  thereof.

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FORTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1956 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Plymouth 

Gentlemen: 

I  submit  herewith  report  of  the  financial  transactions 
of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1956. 

The  cash  balance  at  the  close  of  the  year  was 
$746,385.40,  representing  $534,993.78  revenue  cash  and 
$211,391.62  non-revenue,  the  latter  representing  bond 
issue  balances  principally  for  water  construction  projects 
not  yet  completed. 

The  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  of  $450,025.23  is 
slightly  higher  than  at  the  end  of  1955.  However,  Free 
Cash  dropped  from  $314,645.53  to  $295,133.41,  due  to  the 
fact  that  there  were  more  uncollected  taxes  outstanding 
at  the  close  of  the  year.  Transfers  from  this  fund  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  should  not  exceed  $125,000  to  reduce 
the  tax  rate  and  $25,000  for  the  Stabilization  Fund. 

There  were  no  overdrafts  and  no  unpaid  bills  were 
reported  to  this  office. 

The  several  schedules  are  in  the  following  order: 
Schedule  A.    Cash  Receipts  and  Cash  Payments  as  re- 
ported to  the  Bureau  of  Accounts  of  the  Common- 
wealth.

In  Utamuriam 


Edward  R.  Belcher  served  as  a  member  of  the  Plym- 
outh Board  of  Water  Commissioners  from  December, 
1938,  until  his  resignation  in  June,  1955,  due  to  failing 
health.  For  the  last  11  years  as  Water  Commissioner  Mr. 
Belcher  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

He  was  born  in  Duxbury  but  moved  with  his  family 
shortly  after  to  Plymouth.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Plym- 
outh High  School  in  1904  and  of  Harvard  College  in  1909. 

Mr.  Belcher  was  associated  with  the  Plymouth  Na- 
tional Bank  for  more  than  40  years,  serving  first  as 
cashier,  elected  president  in  1923,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  1952. 

For  many  years  he  was  active  on  various  Town  com- 
mittees and  civic  groups.  He  served  as  treasurer  of  the 
Pilgrim  Society  and  was  a  member  of  its  executive  com- 
mittee and  board  of  trustees,  was  president  of  the  Plym- 
outh Chamber  of  Commerce,  first  treasurer  of  the  Plym- 
outh chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  charter  member 
of  the  Plymouth  Rotary  Club,  member  of  the  Cemetery 
Commission,  member  of  the  Plymouth  School  Committee, 
and  a  Deacon  of  the  Church  of  the  Pilgrimage. 
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One  Hundred  and  Second  Annua!  Report 
of  the  Water  Commissioners 

The  Water  Commissioners  submit  the  One  Hundred 
and  Second  Annual  Report  covering  the  calendar  year 
1956. 

The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  53.87  inches,  which 
amounted  to  2.49:inches  more  than  during  1955  and  about 
8  inches  more  than  the  long  time  average  annual  rainfall. 

The  elevation  of  the  water  level  at  Great  South  Pond 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  106.8  feet.  During  the  month 
of  April  the  elevation  at  Great  South  Pond  was  108.4 
feet.  This  represents  the  highest  point  reached  by  Great 
South  Pond  at  any  time  in  the  recorded  history  of  the 
Plymouth  Water  Department. 

From  the  sale  of  water,  connections  to  new  mains, 

services  rendered,  etc.,  the  Town  received  amounts  as 
follows:

IMPROVEMENTS  TO  THE  TOWN  WATER  SYSTEM 

The  principal  improvements  planned  are:  (1)  re- 
placement of  the  high  service  open  ground  reservoir  with 
steel  storage  tanks  —  urgently  requested  by  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  for  a  number  of  years;  (2) 
new  and  larger  mains  to  increase  quantity  of  flow  to 
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takers  southerly  of  Plymouth  Center  who  now  suffer 
from  lack  of  adequate  supply,  and  (3)  increase  the  pres- 
sure to  all  takers  on  the  high  service  system  25  feet  by 
the  construction  of  the  new  steel  storage  tanks  at  a 
higher  elevation  than  the  present  open  ground  reservoir. 

Progress  on  this  new  work  has  been  very  satisfactory. 
The  company  of  James  A.  Monroe  &  Son  of  Attleboro 
was  awarded  the  contract  to  furnish  material  and  labor 
to  construct  tank  foundations,  altitude  valve  pits,  lay 
new  mains,  install  gates,  hydrants,  valve,  etc.  This 
portion  of  the  work  is  around  85%  complete  and  includes 
approximately  1V2  miles  of  new  6",  8",  10",  12"  and  16" 
cast  iron  water  main. 

Pittsburgh  -  Des  Moines  Steel  Co.  was  awarded  the 
contract  for  furnishing  and  erecting  two  one-million- 
gallon  storage  tanks.  These  two  new  tanks  are  scheduled 
for  completion  during  the  latter  part  of  this  summer 
of  1957. 

As  shown  in  the  Summary  of  Statistics,  a  consider- 
able amount  of  new  water  main  was  installed  during 
1956  in  the  Manomet  Heights  and  Manomet  Shore  Acres 
developments,  inadequate  pipe  on  Bay  View  Avenue  and 
Jordan  Road  relaid  with  new  8"  cast  iron  main,  and  the 
existing  extra  high  service  on  Route  44  was  extended 
westerly  about  1280  feet  with  8"  cast  iron  main  to  serve 
a  number  of  new  establishments  being  built  in  this  area. 

The  total  length  of  new  main  laid  during  1956 
amounted  to  2.96  miles.

Annual  Report  of  School  Committee 
and  Superintendent  of  Schools 


One  of  the  major  school  problems  which  faces  the 
Town  of  Plymouth  during  the  next  two  years  is  the 
planning  for  additional  secondary  school  building  facilities 
to  accommodate  increasing  enrollments  and  improving 
educational  offerings  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

During  1956  various  groups  concerned  with  this 
problem  have  continued  their  study  started  in  1955. 
These  groups  include  the  School  Committee,  the  School 
Study  and  Site  Committee,  the  faculty  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School,  and  the  Advisory  Council,  composed 
of  teachers  and  interested  citizens.  Business  leaders  in 
the  Town  were  called  in  to  aid  in  studying  the  business 
education  facilities  and  curriculum  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations for  improvements.  The  Evaluative  Criteria 
for  secondary  schools  was  used  by  the  faculties  to  assist 
them  in  the  study  of  all  phases  of  the  operation  of  the 
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two  schools  in  order  to  discover  weak  and  strong  points 
of  the  school  program.  Educators  who  have  had  much 
experience  in  developing  curricula  for  secondary  schools 
were  invited  to  Plymouth  to  assist  in  the  studies.  Among 
these  were  Dr.  Morris  L.  Cogan,  Professor  of  Secondary 
Education,  Harvard  University,  Mr.  Albert  Reilly,  As- 
sistant Superintendent  in  charge  of  curriculum,  Fram- 
ingham,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Francis  Moran,  Assistant 
Superintendent,  Silver  Lake  Regional  School,  and  Mr. 
John  Millane,  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Education,  Massa- 
chusetts State  Department  of  Education.  After  a  study  of 
the  curricula  of  50  of  the  better  school  systems  in  the 
State,  selections  were  made  of  those  which  seemed  to 
have  strengths  in  certain  subject  matter  areas.  These 
systems  were  visited  by  members  of  the  Junior-Senior 
High  School  faculty,  with  every  teacher  having  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  one  or  two  visits  to  study  the  subject 
matter  area  in  which  he  was  most  interested.  A  visiting 
committee  of  16  educators  from  other  Massachusetts 
school  systems  and  the  State  Department  of  Education 
spent  two  days  at  the  school  using  the  Evaluative  Criteria 
as  a  guide  in  studying  the  school  program.  The  Com- 
mittee has  made  many  recommendations  for  improving 
the  curriculum. 

One  thousand  dollars  was  set  aside  in  the  budget 
for  the  curriculum  study  which  made  it  possible  to 
have  experts  come  to  us,  to  have  our  teachers  visit 
other  schools  in  the  State,  to  confer  with  experts,  and 
to  purchase  books  and  materials  to  aid  in  the  study. 
Out  of  all  of  this  work  has  come  an  educational  plan  for 
grades  7  through  12  which,  with  enrollment  forecasts, 
can  be  used  as  a  basis  for  determining  school  building 
needs  for  those  grades.  The  School  Building  Assistance 
Commission  which  assists  local  communities  in  planning 
new  buildings  requires  an  educational  plan  such  as  this 
before  it  will  consider  plans  for  a  new  building.  Plans 
are  being  made  to  put  into  effect  some  of  the  recom- 
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mendations  for  curriculum  improvements  in  September, 
1957. 

The  School  Study  and  Site  Committee,  appointed 
by  the  Town  Moderator  in  1955  to  select  a  site  or  sites 
for  future  schools  and  to  study  the  needs  of  the  Town 
with  respect  to  future  school  facilities,  recommended  at 
the  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1956,  that  approximately  67 
acres  of  land  between  Stafford  Street  and  the  by-pass 
be  purchased  for  future  school  sites.  The  Town  voted 
$29,500  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  title  to  this  prop- 
erty. The  Committee  has  continued  its  study  of  school 
needs  and  will  present  a  complete  report  at  the  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1957. 

SCHOOL  PLANT  IMPROVEMENTS 

The  following  major  improvements  were  accom- 
plished in  1956. 

Junior  High  School:  Completion  of  homemaking 
units  in  cooking  room,  replacement  of  dishwashing  ma- 
chine and  counters  in  lunchroom. 

Manomet:   Interior  painting  of  metal  window  sash. 

Cold  Spring  School:  Installation  of  510  feet  of  chain 
link  fence  along  the  Standish  Avenue  approach  to  the 
school.  •.. 

Hedge  School:  New  roof  on  north  wing,  recovering 
of  two  classroom  floors  with  rubber  tile,  new  lighting 
fixtures  in  north  wing. 

The  School  Committee  is  asking  for  funds  for  the 
following  major  plant  improvements  in  1957: 

Junior  -  Senior  High  School:  Filling  and  grading 
play  and  parking  area,  $5,000;  Automatic  heat  for  fur- 
naces, $10,000.

/Hedge  School:     Refinishing  two  additional  class- 
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room  floors,  $1,200;  Completion  of  the  installation  of  new 
lighting  in  south  wing,  $2,800;  Modernizing  heating  system 
in  4  rooms  of  the  south  wing,  $4,032. 

Mount  Pleasant  School:  Painting  exterior  trim,  $1,050. 

SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 
The  school  lunches  continue  to  be  patronized  well 
by  the  student  body  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School 
and  by  the  transported  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools. 
The  Junior-Senior  High  School  lunchroom  sold  80,377 
Type  A  lunches  and  17,928  Type  C  lunches  (milk  only) 
during  the  last  school  year,  with  a  total  income  of  $30,- 
881.07.  The  elementary  program  sold  77,954  Type  A  and 
115,279  Type  C  lunches.  The  income  was  $35,226.98. 
Federal  reimbursement  of  9$  for  Type  A  lunches  and 
4£  for  Type  C  lunches  amounted  to  a  total  of  $7,951.05  for 
the  Junior-Senior  High  School  program  and  $11,454.55 
for  the  elementary  program.  The  School  Committee  has 
found  it  necessary  to  ask  for  some  Town  funds  to  help 
support  the  lunch  programs.  This  is  necessary  since  the 
State  Lunch  Office  has  a  ceiling  of  25^  on  the  amount 
which  can  be  charged  for  each  Type  A  lunch  and  this 
does  not  cover  the  rising  costs  of  food  and  labor. 

PROFESSIONAL  GROWTH 
Two  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Courses 
were  offered  in  Plymouth  to  teachers  in  the  Plymouth 
schools  and  surrounding  towns  during  1956.  "Teaching 
Arithmetic  in  the  Elementary  Schools"  was  taught  by 
Dr.  J.  Fred  Weaver  of  Boston  University  and  "Visual 
Education"  by  Dr.  Abraham  Krasker.  Many  Plymouth 
teachers  availed  themselves  of  these  courses  which 
were  offered  after  school  hours  in  the  late  afternoon  and 
evening.  The  entire  expense  of  these  courses  is  borne  by 
those  teachers  who  enroll.  Miss  Betty  Sylvester,  Reading 
Consultant  for  Ginn  &  Co.,  gave  a  reading  demonstration 
for  elementary  school  teachers.  Reading  demonstrations 
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were  given  in  various  grades  of  the  elementary  schools 
for  the  Plymouth  secondary  school  teachers.  In  addition 
to  the  intensive  work  done  on  their  curriculum  by  the 
secondary  school  teachers,  work  has  also  been  continued 
on  curriculum  improvement  in  the  lower  grades. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

The  reports  of  the  elementary  school  principals,  Miss 
Etta-Hix  Allen,  Mrs.  Elouise  Cashin,  Mr.  Emmett  Finck, 
Mrs.  Helen  Manchester,  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  White,  have 
been  consolidated  and  summarized: 

A.  Text  and  Reference  Books 

Small  sets  of  social  studies  books  have  been  pur- 
chased for  various  grade  levels  to  implement  the  new 
social  studies  curriculum.  Library  books,  encyclopedia, 
and  supplementary  reading  books  have  been  provided. 

B.  Andio-Visiial  Aids 

Filmstrip  libraries  have  been  increased;  dark  win- 
dow shades  and  a  projection  screen  were  provided  for 
the  Hedge  School  and  a  record  player  for  the  Cornish 
School.  The  weekly  motion  picture  program  has  been 
continued.  Large  plastic  relief  maps  of  the  United  States 
and  special  Massachusetts  maps  have  been  purchased  for 
each  school. 

C.  Tests 

Standard  mental  tests  were  given  to  all  pupils  in 
grades  1,  4,  and  6;  standard  achievement  tests  were  ad- 
ministered to  grades  4  and  6.  The  reading  tests  which 
accompany  the  new  basic  reading  series  were  given  to  all 
pupils.  Individuals  requiring  special  testing  were  given 
the  Stanford-Binet  by  our  school  psychologist,  Miss  Janet 
Broadbent. 
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D.  Special  Activities 

All  pupils  in  grades  4  and  5  made  scheduled  visits  to 
local  museums  and  historic  sites.  Some  classes  visited 
the  local  radio  station,  the  Town  offices,  and  the  local 
court  while  it  was  in  session.  Several  classes  took  longer 
trips  to  the  Museum  of  Science,  the  U.S.S.  Battleship, 
"Constitution,"  the  Boston  Navy  Yard,  Bunker  Hill,  Chil- 
dren's Museum,  and  Otis  Air  Force  Base. 

'the  conservation  classes  have  been  continued  in  all 
fifth  grades.  This  is  a  15-hour  course  taught  by  teachers 
from  the  Audubon  Society. 

Free  instrumental  lessons  are  offered  to  those  pupils 
who  are  interested. 

Films  on  forest  fire  prevention  were  shown  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Terry.  Fire  Prevention  Week  exercises  were  con- 
ducted by  Captain  William  Sawyer  of  the  Plymouth  Fire 
Department. 

E.  General 

New  report  cards  were  developed  with  help  from 
PTA  members.  The  programs  of  pupil  accident  insur- 
ance and  savings  plan  have  been  continued. 

F.  *t  Special  Assignments 

Teachers  assisted  in  the  annual  school  census.  Nurses 
and  teachers  volunteered  to  serve  during  the  summer  on 
the  Salk  Polio  Vaccine  Program. 

G.  Equipment 

One  room  each  of  pupils'  desks  and  chairs  were  pur- 
chased for  Hedge,  Oak  Street,  and  Mount  Pleasant 
Schools.  Sixty  folding  chairs  were  provided  for  the  Mount 
Pleasant  •  School.  Two  classroom  filing  cabinets  were 
purchased  for  the  Hedge  School  and  one  for  Cornish. 
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H.  Cooperative  Assistance 

Greatly  appreciated  was  the  money  (in  excess  of 
$600)  contributed  by  the  various  PTA's  toward  school 
trips,  film  strips,  books  and  items  of  equipment.  Free 
admission  tickets  for  the  Museum  of  Science  were  pro- 
vided by  the  Plymouth  Cordage  Company. 

/.  Recommendations 

The  Cornish-Burton  buildings  should  be  replaced  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  study  and  reorganization  of  the  elementary 
school  curriculum  should  be  continued. 

Libraries  should  be  established  in  every  school. 

Speech  classes  should  be  resumed. 

The  replacement  program  of  pupils'  desks  and  chairs 
should  be  continued. 

The  repairing  and  refurbishing  of  buildings  should 
be  continued. 

More  attention  should  be  given  to  the  maintenance 
of  grounds. 
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SOME  SCHOOL  EXPENDITURE  COMPARISONS 
The  chart  on  the  preceding  page  compares  Plymouth 
with  24  other  towns  in  respect  to  certain  school  costs  and 
ability  to  support  schools.  Towns  chosen  are  the  12  next 
larger  and  12  next  smaller  which  have  the  same  type  of 
school  organization  as  Plymouth,  the  so-called  6-3-3  plan. 
The  figures  for  the  school  year,  1955-1956,  show  that  our 
assessed  valuation  per  pupil  is  well  above  the  median  in 
this  group  of  towns.  This  means  that  our  base  for  tax- 
ation per  pupil  is  above  the  average  of  these  towns.  Our 
tax  rate  is  slightly  above  the  average  for  the  group. 
Plymouth's  tax  support  for  schools  per  thousand  valu- 
ation is  well  below  the  average,  $17.32  as  compared  with 
the  median  of  $21.75  (Needham) .  The  per  cent  of  school 
tax  money  used  for  the  Plymouth  schools  is  well  below 
the  average  for  other  towns  showing  ■ —  31%  as  against 
the  median  of  39%  reported  by  Ludlow.  The  amount 
expended  for  school  support  per  pupil  for  the  school 
year  is  shown  in  the  last  column  and  is  well  above  the 
median  of  the  group.  Plymouth  paid  $286  per  pupil  as 
compared  with  the  median  of  $242.  Two  factors  con- 
tribute heavily  to  this  relatively  high  per  pupil  cost.  The 
Plymouth  schools  have  a  large  proportion  of  teachers  of 
long  experience  who  are  at  or  near  the  top  of  the  salary 
schedule.  Our  transportation  costs  are  much  higher  than 
most  other  towns  in  the  Commonwealth.  The  area  cov- 
ered by  Plymouth  school  busses  is  one  of  the  largest  in 
the  state.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Principal 
of  Plymouth  High  School 

The  major  problems  which  the  high  school  must 
deal  with  this  year  as  last  are  problems  which  arise  out 
of  the  survey  recently  completed  by  the  staff.  The 
survey  itself  is  an  approach  to  possible  solutions  of  the 
problems  arising  from  school  population  growth  and  the 
need  to  adjust  the  program  of  studies  in  line  with  the 
nature  of  that  growth.  How  that  survey  has  progressed 
to  this  point  is  the  major  theme  of  this  report. 

A  year  ago  the  Steering  Committee,  comprised  of 
three  faculty  members  of  each  school  plus  three  admin- 
istrators, had  rounded  off  its  preliminary  work  including 
conferences  with  the  School  Building  and  Site  Commit- 
tee, the  Advisory  Council,  and  several  joint-staff  meet- 
ings by  setting  up  the  sub-committees  that  were  to 
appraise  the  various  areas  of  the  instructional  program 
and  those  other  closely  related  areas  that  have  to  do  with 
the  development  and  the  welfare  of  pupils  apart  from 
classroom  activities. 

From  January  until  June  the  various  sub-commit- 
tees pursued  their  work  in  frequent  meetings  and  con- 
ferences, the  Steering  Committee  co-ordinating  the 
activities  and  from  time  to  time  reporting  to  the  Advis- 
ory Council  and  to  meetings  of  the  joint-staffs.  Often 
these  meetings  were  especially  trying  to  all  concerned 
for  a  progress  report  from  one  sub-committee  or  recom- 
mendations from  still  a  different  committee  might  well 
pose  questions  that  would  require  other  committees  to 
review  or  even  revise  some  phase  of  their  work  which 
they  had  thought  completed.  So  complex  is  the  program 
of  studies  in  a  modern  school  and  the  ramifications  so 
intricate  that  situations  such  as  are  suggested  above  keep 
occurring  as  long  as  work  of  this  kind  continues.  In 
many  respects  it  is  as  though  the  committees  were  deal- 
ing with  a  living,  sentient  organism. 
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Yet  when  June  came  the  work  was  well  in  hand,  sub- 
stantially complete.  From  the  appraisals  made,  and  the 
recommendations  that  grew  from  them,  it  was  reason- 
ably clear  that  the  pattern  for  secondary  education  in 
this  town  could  be  determined,  certainly  in  its  scope  and 
its  major  outlines.  Details  are  to  be  filled  in,  and  no 
doubt  that  process  will  create  its  share  of  painful  prob- 
lems too. 

But  a  big  start  has  been  made  on  our  problem,  and 
while  we  are  still  too  close  to  it  to  be  able  to  see  it  in 
perspective  we  can  be  reasonably  sure  that  no  major 
errors  have  been  made  for  the  "Visiting  Committee"  com- 
prised of  sixteen  educators  (teachers,  supervisors,  admin- 
istrators, and  one  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Education)  reported  orally  just  before  Christ- 
mas and  their  findings  confirm  the  conclusions  our  own 
survey  brought  forth.  This  committee  spent  two  days 
here  visiting  classes,  conferring  with  students,  inspecting 
the  plant,  checking  the  reports  of  our  own  sub-com- 
mittees, working  far  into  the  night  analyzing  and  dis- 
cussing what  the  day  had  shown  them.  The  town  owes 
a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  New  England  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  which  organized  and 
sponsored  this  committee  and  to  John  Donovan  of  Con- 
cord High  School  who  directed  its  work. 

One  thing  this  "Visiting  Committee"  focused  its 
attention  upon  was  the  effort  we  were  making  to  imple- 
ment those  recommendations  which  had  to  do  with 
organizing  and  instituting  new  courses  and  revising, 
modifying  and  enriching  the  other  courses  in  our  program 
of  studies,  for  while  our  major  objective  in  beginning 
this  work  was  a  new  educational  plan  for  secondary 
schools  in  this  town  in  order^that  the  School  Study  and 
Site  Committee  might  more  clearly  see  what  it  was  that 
they  had  to  provide  a  plant  for,  the  survey  was  not 
limited  to  seeing  its  proposals  made  actualities  only  if 
a  new  building  were  provided.   One  of  the  immediate 
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goals  of  the  survey  was  to  put  into  the  present  school 
those  changes  which  could  be  effected  despite  limitations 
imposed  by  plant,  personnel  and  time.  This  aspect  of  the 
project  has  had  the  attention  of  the  Steering  Committee 
and  staff  since  September.  Unfortunately  this  sort  of 
work  usually  resolves  itself  into  piece-meal  planning  since 
with  the  school  functioning  so  close  to  the  limit  of  its 
physical  capacity  not  much  lee-way  is  left  to  admit  new 
courses  except  as  old  ones  may  be  abandoned  or  curtailed. 
At  present  the  prospect  of  starting  four  new  courses  con- 
fronts us  with  the  likelihood  that  the  assembly  hall  will 
have  to  be  used  at  least  part  of  the  day  for  study-hall 
purposes.  However,  until  the  pupils  make  their  choices  of 
the  coursea  they  will  carry  next  year  (and  that  will  be  at 
the  end  of  April)  that  cannot  be  determined,  for  the  pro- 
portion of  pupils  taking  five  courses  instead  of  the 
customary  four  is  one  of  the  factors  controlling  this 
complication. 

One  general  observation  would  appear  to  be  in  point 
right  here: 

Despite  the  natural  desire  of  all  of  us  to  see  results 
flow  from  the  work  so  manfully  carried  out  in  the  past 
year  it  still  is  well  to  "make  haste  slowly."  Undoubtedly 
adjustments  will  be  called  for  after  the  new  courses 
shake  down  to  a  normal  functioning  level;  teachers  may 
have  to  be  reassigned,  given  new  duties,  relieved  of  old 
responsibilities.  None  of  this  should  be  done  in  a  hurry. 
We  must  be  as  certain  to  conserve  what  has  proved  itself 
to  be  good  as  we  are  eager  to  adopt  what  offers  promise 
of  further  growth.  And  we  must  always  remember  that 
fundamental  to  everything  else  in  the  field  of  education 
is  the  relationship  between  teacher  and  pupil.  That  bed- 
rock underlies  whatever  learning  takes  places,  determines 
when,  how  and  how  much  of  what  is  taught  becomes 
part  of  the  growth  and  life  of  a  child.

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Animal  Report  of  the  Junior  High  School 

In  January  of  1955,  549  Plymouth  students  were  en- 
rolled in  this  school;  in  1956,  610;  hi  1957,  634.  The 
crowded  conditions  described  in  previous  reports  still 
prevail.  With  the  larger  number  of  students  this  year, 
nearly  every  seat  is  taken.  There  are  40  in  some  of  the 
larger  homerooms  and  up  to  38  in  classes.  The  ninth 
grade  groups  are  smaller  than  the  others  because  the 
enrollment  is  187.  Next  year,  however,  there  will  be  an 
increase  of  about  30  in  that  grade,  but  the  seventh  grade 
will  be  smaller.  The  total  enrollment  should  be  about  the 
same  as  it  is  now. 

During  the  past  year  teachers  have  been  busy  evalu- 
ating the  school,  revising  courses  of  study,  and  planning 
for  improvements  in  the  operation  of  the  school  and  in 
its  service  to  its  students.  Committees  of  teachers  are 
working  in  each  subject  field. 

A  course  in  developmental  reading  for  the  ninth 
grade  is  being  studied  and  will  doubtless  be  offered  when 
conditions  permit. 

It  is  hoped  that  mechanical  drawing  may  be  offered 
in  the  ninth  grade  to  those  in  the  college  preparatory 
groups.  It  is  now  included  in  the  vocational  curriculum. 

The  needs  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports  still 
exist  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  facilities  are 
expanded. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  regular  work,  the  special 
work,  and  the  extra  curricular  programs  are  running 
smoothly.

I  submit  the  following  report  of  the  dental  work  for 
the  year  1956: 

Dental  examinations  were  made  in  the  fall  by  the 
school  dentists  of  all  the  pupils  in  the  elementary,  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  The  purpose  of  this  examination 
is  to  determine  whether  reparative  work  is  needed  and 
to  encourage  all  pupils  found  with  dental  defects  to  con- 
sult their  own  dentist  immediately.  Pupils  who  have 
visited  their  family  dentist  may  present  a  certificate  from 
him  in  place  of  the  customary  examination  by  the  school 
dentist. 

Each  year  after  the  examination  we  notice  more 
pupils  with  certificates  from  their  family  dentist.  This 
shows  the  benefit  derived  from  the  examination.  It  also 


shows  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  parents  in  relation 
to  correction  of  dental  defects.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  financial  statement  of  the  several  Boards  and 
Departments,  which  comprise  our  Town  government  are 
published  in  detail  in  this  annual  report  in  accordance 
with  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

The  statistics  thus  enumerated  indicates  the  amount 
of  funds  appropriated  and  the  amount  spent  by  depart- 
ments, all  of  which  are  constantly  being  audited  by  the 
Town  Accounting  Division  and  annually  by  a  team  of 
State  Auditors  from  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Ac- 
counts. These  two  audits  indicate  that  the  funds  are 
expended  for  the  purposes  intended  when  appropriated 
in  March  and  that  the  town  government  is  operating 
properly. 

The  several  reports  of  departments  explain  the 
nature  of  the  activities  by  the  respective  departments 
as  an  explanation  of  the  justification  of  the  budgets  ex- 
pended by  them  and  in  some  instances,  recommendations 
for  future  programming.  Collectively,  the  several  reports 
contained  in  this  book  present  a  concise  description  of 
the  operation  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the  year  1956. 
It  is  concluded  by  this  Board  that  the  general  government 
is  operating  as  efficiently  as  funds  will  permit. 

In  addition  to  the  general  supervision  of  the  Town, 
the  Selectmen  conducted  93  public  hearings  in  connection 
with  the  processing  of  s.treet  layouts,  liquor,  Class  III 
Motor  Vehicle  junk  licenses,  gasoline  tank  installations 
and  garage  permits.  Of  the  several  applications,  for  un- 
classified licenses  and  permits,  635  were  granted.  Thirty- 
one  petitions  for  various  purposes,  were  received  and 
acted  upon. 

Public  property  under  direct  supervision  of  the  Se- 
lectmen has  been  maintained  in  proper  condition.  Parts 


of  the  Memorial  Building  requiring  permits  were  used 
291  times  during  the  year. 

The  harbor  facilities,  wharves,  landings  and  anchor- 
ages required  considerable  attention  in  order  to  regulate 
the  limited  facilities  to  the  extent  that  all  could  be  accom- 
modated. There  is  a  great  need  for  more  anchorage  to 
accommodate  the  boats  of  Plymouth  as  well  as  visitors. 

Our  herring  streams  have  been  properly  supervised 
and  the  Eel  River  ladder  completed.  Upon  advice  of  ex- 
perts, the  streams  will  be  closed  for  at  least  three  years 
to  insure  better  future  runs  of  herring. 

The  status  of  the  shellfish  has  involved  many  con- 
sultations and  experiments  in  an  effort  to  restore  a  once 
profitable  industry.  To  date  there  is  no  evidence  of  im- 
provement to  any  degree. 

The  enforcing  of  the  Zoning  By-laws  and  Building 
regulations  has  often  presented  problems  of  a  difficult 
nature  but  were  settled  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  was  represented  at  meetings  for  the  im- 
provement of  industrial  conditions,  both  in  Plymouth  and 
out  of  town  resulting  in  a  broader  knowledge  of  the  situ- 
ation and  perhaps  the  necessity  of  a  Town  Industrial 
Commission. 

Some  of  the  corners  of  our  heaviest  travelled  streets 
have  been  rounded  to  accommodate  the  larger  type  of 
vehicle  which  involved  principally  the  cost  of  labor  and 
material  but  provided  a  greater  amount  of  public  safety 
and  less  traffic  congestion. 

A  constant  demand  for  more  street  lighting  resulted 
in  a  program  of  increasing  the  candlepower  and  relocat- 
ing many  of  the  existing  lights. 

The  insect  pests,  particularly  mosquitos,  were  satis- 
factorily controlled  by  our  Moth  and  Tree  Department. 

The  many  miles  of  streets  were  maintained  and  kept 
free  of  snow  and  ice  in  a  creditable  manner  by  our  High- 
way Department. 
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The  State  and  County  Governments  assisted  the 
Town  materially  with  the  contribution  of  engineering! 
services  and  financial  support  on  highways,  traffic  pro- 
tection and  shore  repairs. 

All  Town  Departments  worked  harmoniously  and 
with  inter-department  cooperation. 

In  summary,  the  Town  of  Plymouth  can  be  said  to 
be  operated  efficiently  and  as  economically  as  general 
conditions  will  allow.

Your  Committee  wishes  to  report  that  the  300  white 
perch  and  220  small-mouth  bass  liberated  in  Gunner's 
Exchange  in  1947  have  done  well.  Also  bass  freed  in 
Widgeon  Pond  that  same  year  have  produced  good 
fishing. 

Boot  Pond  contains  a  good  supply  of  large  pickerel. 
Your  Committee  was  unable  to  obtain  white  perch 
from  its  regular  suppliers  for  1956,  and  the  appropriated 
funds  were  returned  to  the  treasurer. 

We  still  wish  to  do  something  for  the  white  perch 
situation,  and  request  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars  be  appropriated  for  this  purpose.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1956,  layout  plans  were  made  for  Beach 
Street,  Center  Street,  Suosso  Lane,  Sunrise  Avenue,  an 
extension  of  West  Street,  an  alteration  of  Peck  Avenue, 
an  alteration  of  South  Street,  an  alteration  at  the  corner 
of  Rocky  Hill  Road  and  the  State  Highway,  and  an  alter- 
ation at  the  corner  of  Samoset  Street  and  Allerton  Street. 
These  layouts  were  accepted  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
in  March. 

Layout  plans  were  also  made  for  Quaker  Road  and 
an  alteration  at  the  corner  of  Nelson  and  Water  Streets. 
These  two  layouts  were  not  accepted  at  the  annual 
Town  Meeting. 

Title  to  the  Plymouth  Airport  was  transferred  from 
the  U.  S.  Government  to  the  Town  on  June  25.  The  bound- 
aries of  this  284-acre  tract  of  land  were  surveyed  and 
the  corners  were  established. 

The  corner  of  Samoset  and  Court  Streets  at  the  Gulf 
Station  was  rounded  and  the  traffic  signal  was  moved. 

A  survey  was  made  at  the  turn-around  at  the  old 
Coast  Guard  Station  at  Manomet  Point. 

The  Town  Line  monument  between  Kingston  and 
Plymouth  at  Seaside  which  had  fallen  over  was  replaced 
in  its  correct  geographical  position  on  November  3. 

A  total  of  101  permanent  concrete  bounds  were  set 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Town  Engineer  as  follows: 
West  Street,  11  bounds;  South  Street,  5  bounds;  Rocky 
Hill  Road,  16  bounds;  Beach  Street,  6  bounds;  Center 
Street,  6  bounds;  Taylor  Avenue,  8  bounds;  Manomet 
Point  Road,  16  bounds;  Center  Hill  Road,  6  bounds; 
Maple  Place,  7  bounds;  South  Meadow  Road,  4  bounds; 
Plymouth  Airport,  4  bounds;  Samoset  Street,  5  bounds; 
Prince  Street,  3  bounds;  Morton  Park,  4  bounds.

TOWN  FOREST 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  the  year  of  1956,  the  fire  lanes  in  the  Town 
Forest  were  harrowed  and  mowed.  Work  of  thinning 
was  carried  out  this  year  under  the  supervision  of  State 
Forester  Charles  Cherry. 

The  fire  tower  in  the  forest  is  in  need  of  repairs,  as 
it  is  considered  a  physical  hazard  to  the  public.  The 
Town  Forest  Committee  feels  that  possibly  this  tower 
could  be  turned  over  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, to  be  used  constructively  in  some  other  part  of 
the  State,  rather  than  salvaging  it  for  scrap  metal.

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INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  insects  that  caused  us  so  much  trouble  and 
unsightliness  along  our  highways  in  the  past  are  now 
very  well  under  control. 

The  trapping  program  on  the  Gypsy  Moth  was  in 
effect  again  the  past  season  and  accounted  for  41  male 
moths  being  caught.  However,  scouting  for  egg  clusters 
for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  around  the  traps  that  caught 
them  has  not  produced  a  single  egg  cluster. 

Unfortunately  we  are  still  plagued  with  the  Dutch 
elm  disease,  but  we  have  kept  our  losses  to  a  minimum 
by  proper  spraying,  removal  of  diseased  trees,  and  proper 
pruning.  We  are  hopeful  that  we  can  save  as  many 
elms  as  possible  until  the  day  of  the  discovery  of  an 
economical  and  practical  means  of  controlling  the 
disease. 

However,  1956  was  a  very  difficult  year  to  get  good 
control  of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  due  to  so  much  rain  and 
wind  during  the  month  of  April.  Irrelevant  to  this,  again 
Plymouth  is  up  in  the  99%  control  group  of  towns  in  our 
work  of  this  disease. 

All  elm  trees  of  any  importance  were  given  a  12% 
D.  D.  T.  spray  before  the  tree  leaved  out  and  another  6% 
D.  D.  T.  spray  in  June.  We  have  had  less  than  one-half 
a  diseased  tree  for  every  one  hundred  elms  in  the  town. 
We  still  maintain  that  our  good  control  is,  mostly  due  to 
night  spraying. 

In  closing,  again  I  want  to  thank  the  townspeople 
for  being  so  cooperative  during  the  summer  spraying 
campaign.

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  our  report  to  the  Town  for  the 
year  1956. 

This  year's  report  to  the  Town  will  re-emphasize  sug- 
gestions, and  recommendations  previously  made.  It  is  our 
purpose  to  administer  Town  affairs  inexpensively  and 
properly  without  impairing  the  efficiency  of  the  various 
departments. 

Some  sixty  odd  regular  and  special  meetings  and 
discussions  were  held,  plus  meetings  with  special  com- 
mittees, individuals,  inspections,  and  investigations  made. 
Considerable  time  and  effort  has  been  made  to  discharge 
the  obligations  of  this  Commission  to  the  best  of  its 
ability,  cognizant  of  the  fact  the  satisfaction  of  the  tax- 
payer is  all  important. 

Several  years  ago  we  recommended  a  long-range 
replacement  program  of  obsolete  and  worn-out  equip- 
ment. We  are  pleased  to  report  it  has  progressed  very 
well.  At  present,  consideration  must  still  be  given  to 
additional  fire  and  police  protection,  especially  in  Mano- 
met.  Also  to  the  ladder  truck  located  in  North  Plymouth. 

A  regretable,  serious  accident  to  one  of  our  firefight- 
ers resulted  in  greater  safety  measures  being  adopted  for 
their  protection. 

A  fire  survey  has  been  suggested  for  several  years. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  our  Selectmen,  this  was  ac- 


complished  this  year  and  it  will  be  used  as  a  guide  in 
the  future. 

Previously,  we  requested  consideration  be  given  a 
new  Police  Station.  The  County  Commissioners  have  now 
requested  that  the  Town  vacate  its  occupancy  of  the 
present  station.  Obviously,  this  requires  a  new  location. 
We  are,  therefore,  requesting  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  study  our  present  and  future  needs. 

Personnel  in  both  the  Fire  and  Police  Divisions,  as 
before  stated,  will  of  necessity  be  extended  and  enlarged. 

Of  course  there  will  always  be  room  for  improve- 
ments, but  a  perusal  of  the  following  detailed  reports 
of  the  several  divisions  of  the  Commission  should  impress 
one  that  with  continued  co-operation  of  our  personnel 
and  the  support  of  the  taxpayers,  we  are  obtaining  good 
value  for  the  dollar  spent.

Fire  Prevention  Week  in  Plymouth  opened  on  Octo- 
ber 6,  1956.  This  year  we  had  20  Boy  Scouts  in  uniform 
go  to  every  place  of  business  and  request  to  be  allowed  to 
put  up  a  poster  which  they  themselves  put  in  the  window 
or  door  with  scotch  tape.  Many  of  these  posters  are  still

on  display.  A  total  of  450  posters  were  used.  The  Boy 
Scouts  also  put  on  car  side  windows,  official  stickers  on 
.Fire  Prevention  Week  and  15  pages  of  these  stickers  were 
used. 

On  Sunday,  October  7,  1956,  we  had  35  extra  fire 
fighters  on  duty  and  the  public  was  invited  to  visit  our 
Stations,  being  shown  around  in  groups  of  six  to  eight,  all 
being  given  pamphlets  and  lapel  buttons.  There  were 
about  550  visitors  to  our  Stations  who  enjoyed  it  very 
much. 

Monday,  October  8,  1956,  all  schools  were  given  home 
inspection  blanks,  1174  being  sent  home,  and  1050  re- 
turned filled  out.  All  schools  had  unannounced  fire  drills 
with  a  total  of  2400  pupils.  There  were  three  banners 
awarded  to  the  schools  returning  the  largest  percentage 
of  home  inspection  blanks,  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  prize.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
STREETS  AND  SEWERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  in  the 
Street  and  Sewer  Departments  from  January  1  to  De- 
cember 31,  1956: 

SEWERS 

The  following  sewer  program  was  carried  out  with 
the  following  work  completed:  The  main  sewer  was  ex- 
tended from  Royal  Street  to  Alden  St.  Ext.  with  550'  of 
8"  V.C.  pipe  and  two  manholes  built.  Knapp  Terrace  had 
50'  of  8"  V.C.  pipe  laid  for  a  connection  to  the  property 
of  Antone  Mazzilli.  Approximately  two  miles  of  main 
sewers  were  cleaned  and  manholes  repaired.  There  were 
'thirty-one  new- house  connections  put  in  this  year. 

STREET  CLEANING 

The  street  cleaning  program  was  carried  out  with 
the  Elgin  sweeper  with  good  results.  The  main  road  being 
swept  every  day  and  the  side  streets  every  other  day. 
The  waterfront  received  a  daily  sweeping  from  Sand- 
wich Street  to  Town  Wharf. 

ASPHALT  SIDEWALKS 

The  maintenance  and  construction  of  sidewalks  were 
completed  on  the  following  streets:  Standish  Ave.,  west 
side,  from  Spooner  St.  to  Savery's  Ave.,  east  side  of 
Standish  Ave.  from  Cherry  St.  to  Savery's  Lane,  on  the 
west  side  of  Court  St.  from  Cold  Spring  to  Olmsted  Ter- 
race, on  the  east  side  from  Cold  Spring  to  Russell  Ave- 
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nue.  Castle  St.,  north  and  south  sides,  Liberty  St.  on  the 
south  side,  Stafford  St.  on  the  south  side,  Towns  St.  on 
the  east  side,  and  Murray  St.  on  the  south  side.  On  Sand- 
wich St.,  west  side,  from  Water  St.  to  North  Green  St. 
and  in  front  of  the  Harlow  House,  Oceanview  Ave.  on  the 
south  side,  Summer  St.,  north  side  from  Spring  St.,  Clyf- 
ton  St.  on  the  north  side,  South  Cherry  St.  on  the  south 
side,  Oak  St.  on  the  east  side,  Court  St.  at  Benotti's  Store, 
South  St.  on  the  east  side  and  Standish  Ave.,  west  side 
from  Cotton  St.  to  Cooper  St. 

DRAINS 

From  Edes  Street  to  Summer  Street,  550'  of  15"  con- 
crete pipe  was  laid  with  four  catchbasins  to  take  care  of 
surface  water  running  on  Summer  and  High  Sts.  Olm- 
sted Terrace  had  500'  of  15"  concrete  pipe  laid  with  three 
catchbasins  to  relieve  the  surface  water  from  Gould 
Road.  The  Court  St.  drain  at  Cold  Spring  that  runs  from 
Dyer's  Pond  was  cleared  and  the  catchbasin  rebuilt  with 
two  lengths  of  20"  corrugated  pipe  laid  at  the  end  of  the 
pipe  to  Pioppi's  property. 

HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  AND  RECONSTRUCTION 

The  following  roads  were  constructed  or  resurfaced: 
Atlantic  St.,  Atlantic  Ave.,  Bourne  St.,  Gould  Road,  end 
of  South  Cherry  St.  and  Point  Road  all  received  a  mixed 
in  place  surface.  The  Type  I  mix  was  laid  on  these 
streets:  Peck  Ave.,  Bay  View  Ave.,  Water  St.  from  Sand- 
wich St.  to  Leyden  St.,  Town  Wharf  from  Sampson's 
Market  to  Water  St.  Ext.,  Taylor  Ave.  shoulders,  Samoset 
St.  from  Court  St.  to  Allerton  St.,  Memorial  Drive  from 
Court  St.  to  Water  St.  A  light  surface  treatment  of  pea- 
stone  and  asphalt  sealed  with  asphalt  and  sand  was  ap- 
plied to  Bradford  St.,  Gray  Ave.  and  a  short  section  of 
Route  No.  44. 
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CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 
(Summer  St.  and  Carver  Rd.) 

Summer  St.,  from  Morton  Park  to  the  top  of  Spar- 
row's Hill,  was  completed  this  year  with  a  3"  mixed  in 
place  surface.  Carver  Road,  a  distance  of  one-fourth  of  a 
mile,  had  the  same  type  of  surface  laid.  Both  projects 
were  completed  by  the  contractor,  Del  Prete  Construc- 
tion Co.  of  Rockland.  A  small  section  of  Carver  Road 
remains  to  be  graded,  widened  and  surfaced  in  1957  by 
P.  Lanzillotta  &  Sons  of  Pembroke. 

CHAPTER  90  CONSTRUCTION 
(So.  Spooner  St.,  Spooner  St.,  and  No.  Spooner  St.) 
The  construction  of  these  three  streets  includes 
drainage  and  a  black  top  surface  of  Type  I  mix  with  a  3" 
thickness.  The  drainage  has  been  laid  with  catchbasins 
and  manholes  installed  from  Store  Pond  on  Court  St.  and 
on  So.  Spooner  St.,  Spooner  St.  and  No.  Spooner  St. 
Thirty-four  manholes  were  built  with  catchbasins  laid  at 
the  entrances  of  all  side  streets  in  that  area.  The  black 
top  road  will  be  laid  in  the  spring  of  1957.  P.  Lanzillotta 
&  Sons  of  Pembroke  was  awarded  this  contract. 

GRANOLITHIC  SIDEWALK  AND  CURBING 
The  corner  of  Samoset  St.  and  Court  St.  was  cut  back 
and  rounded  a  width  of  10  feet  at  the  widest  point.  Work 
included  the  laying  of  85'  of  new  cement  curbing,  chang- 
ing the  Gulf  sign,  removing  tree  stump,  excavation  and 
12  tons  of  black  top  for  sidewalk  at  a  cost  of  $680.00. 
No  other  funds  were  made  available  under  this  appro- 
priation. 

TRAFFIC  AND  STREET  MARKING 
All  lines  and  crosswalks  were  repainted  white,  with 
taxi  stands  and  entrances  to  driveways  painted  yellow. 
A  number  of  traffic  Signs  were  replaced  and  others  re- 
painted. All  meter  lines  were  repainted  and  meter  posts 
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were  replaced  where  cars  and  trucks  backed  into  them. 
The  Market  St.  parking  lot  lines  were  painted  white. 

MISCELLANEOUS 
Approximately  250'  of  a  dangerous  corner  on  Water- 
course Road  was  cut  back  a  distance  of  15'  at  the  sharp- 
est point.  The  fill  taken  from  this  corner  was  put  between 
the  bogs  on  this  same  road.  The  travel  way  was  widened 
from  16'  to  30'  for  a  distance  of  1000'.  A  mixed  in  place 
black  top  3"  thick  will  be  laid  over  the  gravel  base  this 
coming  year. 

The  alteration  and  widening  of  Peck  Avenue  was 
completed  this  year.  The  road  was  widened  approxi- 
mately 3'  the  full  length  of  the  street.  Other  work  done 
included  the  laying  of  435'  of  new  cement  curbing,  re- 
placing 12  concrete  walks,  six  wooden  gates  newly  built 
and  502'  of  new  picket  fencing.  At  the  entrance  of  Stan- 
dish  Ave.  there  was  a  100'  concrete  wall  built  where  the 
corner  was  rounded.  One  catchbasin  was  rebuilt  at  the 
entrance  of  Peck  Ave.  to  carry  water  to  the  drain  on 
Standish  Ave.  The  old  road  bed  was  graded  and  a  3" 
Type  I  mix  laid. 

The  work  in  the  outlying  districts  has  been  carried 
out  satisfactorily  by  the  district  foreman.  The  cutting  of 
brush,  gravelling,  widening  of  bad  corners  and  scraping 
were  all  given  the  proper  attention. 

The  several  requests  from  the  Selectmen's  office  and 
other  town  departments  were  given  special  attention. 

Newly  accepted  roads  by  the  Town  have  been  bound- 
ed by  the  Town  Engineer  with  the  bounds  being  made  by 
the  Highway  Department. 

Lines  and  grades  for  street  and  sewer  work  have 
been  furnished  by  the  Town  Engineer,  Edward  Chase, 
and  records  of  same  filed  at  his  office  on  Lincoln  Street.

Total  number  of  books 
read  was  about  80.  Each  reader  gave  a  very  satisfactory 
oral  report  of  each  book  to  the  Children's  Librarian. 

Several  books  were  purchased  with  the  money  given 
for  that  purpose  by  Miss  Elizabeth  Townsend,  and  one 
book  was  given  by  the  Plymouth  Woman's  Club  as  a 
memorial  to  a  member  who  was  especially  fond  of 
children. 

National  Children's  Book  Week,  November  26  -

TREE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth: 

During  1956  the  department  has  planted  approxi- 
mately 80  trees,  of  various  species,  within  the  Town  limits. 

Concentrated  roadside  spraying  was  continued  this 
summer  and  fall  with  2-4-D,  and  all  of  the  main  arteries 
were  trimmed  for  undergrowth  and  weakened  limbs, 
enabling  greater  visibility  and  safety  along  the  highways. 

Spraying  was  also  inaugurated  for  aphids,  Birch  leaf 
miners,  red  spider  and  mites,  which  were  found  to  be 
heavily  populated  within  the  town. 

The  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  clean  up  on  the 
removal  of  broken  limbs  and  deadwood  along  the  main 
streets  and  wooded  areas,  and  weakness  of  branches  which 
had  \o  be  lightened  up,  caused  by  the  hurricanes  of  past 
seasons.

3,.  1956,  Margaret  E.  McLean  and  Joseph  H.  Nogueira  were 
re-elected  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for

At  the  organization  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  March  6,  1956,  John  J. 
Magee  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  Albert  A. 
Saunders,  Agent,  was  re-appointed  the  Secretary  to  the 
Board.  •     .    .  •  >  w  ■  , 

-OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

In  the  Old  Age  Assistance  category  of  Public  Assist- 
ance, the  year  opened  with  429  cases  or  persons  receiving 
this  type  of  assistance.  The  case  load  remained  with  little 
change  for  the'  first  three  months  of  the  year.  In  April, 
the  load  declined  to  425  cases,  and  the  lowest  point  was 
in  June,  with  423  cases.  The  balance  of  the  year  showed 
a  moderate  but  steady  increase,  and  the  year  closed  with 
437  cases  being  granted  Old  Age  Assistance.  This  was  2 
cases  more  than  those  aided  at  the  close  of  the  previous 
year. 

There  were  54  new  cases  opened,  6  of  these  cases 
being  for  medical  assistance  only  and  13  cases  were  re- 
opened, making  a  total  of  67  cases  added  to  the  "roll  of 
payments"  during  the  year. 

There  were  59  cases  closed:  — 34  cases  were  closed  by 
death,  9  cases  obtained  sufficient  funds,  8  cases  moved  to 
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other  communities,  and  the  balance  were  closed  for  vari- 
ous reasons. 

The  expenditure  for  "grants  in  aid"  was  $470,186.57, 
and  $3,713.32  was  paid  to  other  cities  and  towns  for  Old 
Age  Assistance  to  persons  with  Settlements  in  Plymouth 
and  residing  in  other  communities,  making  the  total  ex- 
penditure $473,899.89. 

The  Federal  financial  participation  amounted  to 
$165,976.27,  plus  the  Federal  share  of  recoveries  on  real 
estate  liens  in  the  amount  of  $5,771.94,  making  a  total  of 
available  Federal  funds  of  $171,748.21.  The  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  will  participate  in  the  amount 
of  approximately  $198,958.90,  and  $5,051.08  was  received 
from  other  cities  and  towns  for  cases  aided  who  are  re- 
siding in  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  making  a  total  of  $204,- 
009.98  and  a  grand  total  of  receipts  for  the  year  of 
$375,758.19.  The  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  the 
year  1956  will  be  approximately  $98,141.70. 

AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

In  the  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  category  of  Pub- 
lic Assistance,  the  year  began  with  81  cases  composed  of 
171  children  and  68  parents. 

The  number  of  children  and  Grantee  Relatives  on 
the  "rolls"  varied  very  little  during  the  year,  and  the 
year  closed  with  83  cases  with  175  children  and  70  par- 
ents being  assisted.  During  the  year,  20  new  cases  were 
ojDened  and  10  cases  re-opened,  adding  30  cases  to  the 
"rolls."  28  cases  were  closed  during  the  year  for  various 
reasons. 

"  J  *The  expenditures  for  "grants  in  aids"  for  this  cate- 
gory of  Public^Assistance  was  $142,124.80.  The  Federal 
financial  participation  amounted  to  $51,485.92,  and  a  col- 
lection was  made' ox  $259.05,  making  available  Federal 
funds  of  $51,744,97:  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
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will  participate  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $47,238.18, 
making  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  this  cate- 
gory of  Public  Assistance  $43,141.65. 


The  Disability  Assistance  category  of  Public  Assist- 
ance opened  the  year  with  46  cases  or  persons  determined 
to  be  totally  and  permanently  disabled  and  receiving 
assistance. 

Sixteen  new  cases  were  approved  by  the  "Medical 
Team"  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  12 
cases  were  closed  during  the  year.  The  year  terminated 
with  50  cases  or  persons  receiving  this  type  of  assistance. 
This  was  an  increase  of  4  cases  over  those  assisted  at  the 
end  of  last  year. 

The  total  expenditures  for  "grants  in  aid"  for  the 
year  were  $57,770.94.  The  Federal  grants  received  amount- 
ed to  $19,878.01.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
will  participate  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $23,450.19, 
making  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  for  this  cate- 
gory of  Public  Assistance  approximately  $14,442.74. 


The  appropriations  for  the  categories  of  Old  Age 
Assistance,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  and  Disability 
Assistance,  which  are  the  categories  of  Public  Assistance 
in  which  the  Federal  Government,  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Town  of  Plymouth  participate, 
were  combined  into  one  appropriation  under  "Other 
Public  Assistance." 

At  the  annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  24,  1956,  the 
appropriation  from  Town  funds  was  as  follows:

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At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  10,  1956, 
$25,000.00  was  transferred  from  the  Excess  and  Deficiency 
Fund  and  made  available  to  the  "Other  Public  Assistance" 
fund,  making  a  total  of  $444,100.00  of  Town  funds  avail- 
able for  assistance  payments. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$673,795.63.  The  Federal  grants  amounted  to  $243,371.11 
making  it  necessary  to  expend  from  the  "Other  Public 
Assistance"  fund  the  amount  of  $430,424.44.  This  left  a 
balance  of  $13,675.56,  which  was  returned  to  the  Excess 
and  Deficiency  account. 

WELFARE  DEPARTMENT 

During  the  1956  year,  151  cases  were  granted  "out- 
side" assistance.  60  new  applications  were  approved,  and 
29  cases  were  interviewed  and  were  referred  to  other 
agencies  or  denied  assistance  for  various  reasons. 

129  cases  were  closed  during  the  year  and  39  cases 
reapplied  again  for  relief. 

The  peak  load  came  in  the  first  three  months  of  the 
year  with  87  cases  or  families,  composed  of  216  persons, 
receiving  relief. 

Seasonal  employment  had  little  effect  this  year,  as 
many  of  those  persons  being  assisted  were  not  mentally  or 
physically  able  to  accept  employment. 

The  year  ended  with  60  cases,  composed  of  153  per- 
sons receiving  this  type  of  assistance.  39  cases  were  with 
a  Plymouth  settlement,  4  with  settlements  in  other  towns, 
and  18  cases  without  a  settlement,  and  which  were  the 
financial  responsibility  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

The  Town  of  Plymouth  appropriated  $84,000.00  and 
$9.19  was  received  from  Trust  Funds,  making  $84,009.19 
available  for  relief  purposes. 
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The  expenditures  for  this  category  were  $64,125.27, 
including  the  payment  of  $3,979.54  to  other  cities  and 
towns,  and  the  balance  of  $19,883.92  was  transferred  to 
the  Revenue  account. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  reimbursed  the 
Town,  for  assistance  to  persons  without  a  settlement, 
$10,604.60,  and  $8,466.90  was  received  from  other  cities 
and  towns  and  individuals,  for  persons  aided  with  settle- 
ments in  communities  other  than  in  Plymouth,  making  a 
total  reimbursement  of  $19,071.50.  The  cost  to  the  Town 
of  Plymouth  for  the  year  1956  for  this  type  of  assistance 
was  $45,053.77. 

INFIRMARY 

The  services  and  facilities  of  the  Town  Infirmary 
were  made  available  to  13  "homeless"  persons  this  past 
year,  a  total  of  2652  resident  days. 

The  Infirmary  is  now  operating  as  a  licensed  "home," 
the  license  having  been  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  as  provided  by  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Chapter  636  of  the 
Acts  of  1953. 

On  March  6,  1956,  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  as 
the  Directors  of  the  Town  Infirmary,  appointed  Flora  L. 
Cavicchi  Superintendent,  and  reappointed  Sarah  A.  Dick- 
son, for  the  50th  consecutive  year,  as  Matron  of  the  Town 
Infirmary. 

The  appropriation  by  the  Town  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  March  24,  1956,  was  $8,890.00  for  "other  ex- 
penses." The  expenditures  for  "other  expenses"  totaled 
$8,212.19  and  $677.81  was  transferred  to  the  revenue  ac- 
count. $8.69  was  received  from  a  trust  fund  and  expended 
by  the  Matron  of  the  Town  Infirmary  as  provided  by  the 
donor  of  the  Trust  Fund. 

The  appropriation  for  administrative  expenses  was 
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$3,947.00,  and  the  expenditures  amounted  to  $3,915.41. 
The  balance  of  $31.59  was  transferred  to  the  revenue 
account. 

The  overall  expenses  for  the  year  1956  totaled  $12,- 
127.60.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  other  com- 
munities and  individuals,  reimbursed  the  Town  of  Plym- 
outh $6,030.15,  leaving  the  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth 
$6,097.45. 

The  all-inclusive  cost  per  resident  day  was  $4.56.  The 
"resident  day"  cost  to  the  Town  of  Plymouth  was  $2.30. 

The  salary  expenditures  for  General  Relief  Adminis- 
tration were  $5,564.00  and  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  made  an  appropriation  for  that 
amount. 

The  salary  and  administration  expenditures  for  the 
"Other  Public  Assistance"  categories  were  $30,772.03. 

The  Federal  and  State  participation  amounted  to 
$15,381.02  and  $1,498.32  Federal  funds  were  available  from 
1955,  making  a  total  of  $16,879.34  Federal  funds  available 
for  1956  administration.  The  Town  of  Plymouth  appro- 
priated $14,100.00,  making  a  total  of  available  funds 
$30,979.34.  An  administration  balance  of  $16.02  was  trans- 
ferred to  revenue  and  $191.29  remains  available  for  1957. 

During  1956,  $20,949.70  was  collected  from  the  estates 
of  Old  Age  Assistance  persons  after  death,  as  provided 
by  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Real  Estate  Lien  Laws.

The  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  herewith 
present  their  report  for  the  year  1956: 

OAK  GROVE  AND  VINE  HILLS  CEMETERIES 

The  maintenance  work  was  carried  on  as  usual  in 
the  various  cemeteries. 

Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  the  Vine  Hills 
Cemetery  Addition,  and  part  of  this  land  has  been  graded 
to  the  approximate  level  needed  to  slope  the  area  to 
Samoset  Street.  We  plan  to  begin  a  tree  planting  pro- 
gram in  this  new  section,  many  of  the  trees  to  be  taken 
from  Oak  Grove  and  Vine  Hills  Cemeteries. 

In  these  cemeteries  there  is  a  large  variety  of  shade, 
flowering  and  evergreen  trees,  which  in  part  consist  of 
walnut,  beech,  pine,  spruce,  hemlock,  magnolia,  tulip, 
hawthorne,  catalpa,  sassafras,  dogwood,  larch,  ash,  willow, 
oak,  linden,  elm,  maple  and  locust. 

BURIAL  HILL 

The  railing  joints  along  the  entrances  to  Burial  Hill 
were  welded  in  1956  to  prevent  them  from  rusting  and 
breaking.  New  doors  were  installed  on  the  old  hearse 
house,  replacing  the  old  ones  which  were  in  a  very  poor 
condition. 

It  is  anticipated  that  there  will  be  a  decided  increase 
in  the  number  of  visitors  in  1957,  due  to  the  expected 
arrival  of  the  Mayflower  II  from  England. 
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OUTLYING  CEMETERIES 

At  the  Manomet  Cemetery  ten  faucets  were  installed 
and  connected  to  the  new  water  line.  We  plan  to  grade 
and  seed  a  section  in  the  eastern  part  of  this  cemetery, 
thus  making  available  for  use  twenty  whole  or  forty 
half  lots.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Operation  and  Organization: 

During  the  year  of  1956  your  duly  elected  members 
of  the  Planning  Board  have  had  continued  interest  in  an 
orderly  development  of  the  area  of  the  Town,  and  the 
general  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  people  of  the  Town. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1956,  Mr. 
David  M.  Crawley  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board  for  a  period  of  five  years,  replacing  Judge  Amedeo 
V.  Sgarzi  whose  term  expired  in  1956,  and  who  did  not 
run  for  re-election  after  serving  the  Town  as  a  member 
of  the  Planning  Board  from  1939  to  1956.  During  the  sev- 
enteen years  that  Judge  Sgarzi  was  on  the  Planning 
Board  he  contributed  a  great  deal  to  Town  planning  for 
general  welfare. 

The  Planning  Board  during  the  year  of  1956  held  a 
total  of  28  meetings  and  with  85.7%  attendance  of 
members. 

The  public  hearings  on  both  subdivisions  and  amend- 
ments to  Zoning  By-Laws  that  were  held  were  well  at- 
tended, and  the  views  of  the  interested  parties  were  a 
help  in  enabling  the  Planning  Board  to  determine  just 
what  was  most  important  to  the  public  good. 

Subdivision  Control: 

Presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for  approval  under 
the  Subdivision  Control  Law,,  during  the  year  of  1956, 
were  9  plans  of  subdivisions  for  a  total  of  212  lots.  Three 
of  these  plans  with  32  lots  were  approved,  two  with  109 
lots  were  disapproved,  and  four  with  71  lots  were  pend- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  the  Planning  Board  passed  on  a  total  of 
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77  plans  which  were  presented  and  claimed  as  not  con- 
stituting subdivisions  within  the  meaning  of  the  sub- 
division control  law,  and  not  requiring  approval  of  the 
Planning  Board  under  the  subdivision  control  law.  These 
were  so  determined  and  endorsed. 

This  activity  would  appear  to  indicate  continued  in- 
terest in  subdivisions  of  varying  sizes,  from  2  lots  to  59 
lots,  for  both  all  year  homes  and  for  summer  homes  in 
the  Town. 

Zoning  By-Laws  and  Zoning  Map: 

A  Special  Committee  appointed  in  accordance  with 
the  vote  of  the  Town  under  Article  98  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  March,  1956,  are  studying  the  advis- 
ability of  revising,  modifying,  or  changing  our  Zoning 
By-Laws  where  experience  has  shown  the  By-Laws  re- 
quire changing. 

It  is  expected  that  this  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions will  suggest  any  needed  changes  in  the  Zoning  Map, 
which  could  pretty  well  answer  the  constant  requests  for 
changes  from  Residential  Districts  to  Commercial 
Districts. 

The  Manomet  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  junction  of 
the  State  Highway  and  Point  Road,  an  area  which  the 
Planning  Board  indicated  last  year  required  further 
study,  can  better  be  considered  after  the  Special  Com- 
mittee make  their  report  and  recommendations. 

In  the  warrant  for  the  1957  Annual  Town  Meeting 
are  several  articles  for  both  recommended  and  petitioned 
articles  for  additional  Commercial  Districts,  and  on  each 
of  these  the  Planning  Board  will  have  indicated  their 
recommendations. 

Master  Plan  Map: 

The  year  1956  brought  completion  of  "Map  of  Town 
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of  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  prepared  by  the  Planning 
Board,  scale  1"  =  800  feet,  Delano  &  Keith,  Engrs.,  dated 
•  May  10,  1956."  It  is  felt  that  it  will  be  helpful  in  con- 
nection with  future  Town  Planning  and  Development.

Events  during  the  year  brought  special  consideration 
of  the  following  subjects  which  are  current: 

(1)  Traffic  and  Parking. 

(2)  Site  for  New  School. 

(3)  Plimoth  Plantation.

The  Commission  and  the  Department  is  of  the  opin- 
ion that  increased  revenue  to  the  Town  through  the  Park 
Department  is  made  possible  only  with  proper  facilities 
and  equipment.  The  Commission  believes  that  it  is  their 
duty  to  propose  the  needs  of  its  department  to  the  Town, 
and  that  such  year  activities  will  be  guided  by  the  appro- 
priation and  other  requests  granted  by  the  voters  at  a 
town  meeting. 

The  Commission  and  the  Department  is  appreciative 
of  the  many  considerations  and  courtesies  that  has  been 
extended  to  it  in  the  past  by  Town  Officials  and  other 
Town  Department  Heads.

The  Board  of  Retirement  presents  herewith  its  twen- 
tieth report  covering  the  activities  and  condition  of  the 
Contributory  Retirement  System  for  the  year  1956.

Adds  Section  58B,  giving  employees 
retiring  under  the  Veterans'  Act  the  right  to  elect  an 
option  at  retirement. 

Chapter  605.  Amends  Chapter  670  of  the  Acts  of 
1955,  relative  to  increased  pensions,  striking  out  the 
clause  which  made  the  increases  effective  only  to  em- 
ployees retiring  prior  to  April  1,  1951.

REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  AND 
FINANCE  COMMITTEE  FOR  1956 


Your  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  has  spent  many 
hours  studying  the  affairs  of  the  Town  and,  after  careful  de- 
liberation, respectfully  submits  the  enclosed  recommendations 
on  the  budgets  and  special  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  for 
your  consideration. 

In  arriving  at  its  recommendations  the  Committee  has  at 
all  times  tried  to  base  its  decisions  on  what  was  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town  of  Plymouth,  its  taxpayers  and  residents. 

Your  Committee  is  not  at  all  happy  in  recommending  a 
net  amount  to  be  raised  by  the  tax  levy  of  $1,841,921.40  for  this 
year,,  which,  based  on  last  year's  valuations,  will  call  for  a  tax 
rate  of  $55,  an  increase  over  and  above  last  year  of  $5.  In  fact, 
your  Committee  is  very  much  perturbed  that,  after  detailed 
study  of  every  item,  it  is  necessary  to  recommend  such  an 
amount  to  protect  the  investments  already  made  by  the  Town 
and  to  continue  the  services  that  have  been  rendered  the  tax- 
payers and  residents  of  the  Town.  Your  Committee  believes 
that  a  continually  increasing  tax  rate  is  detrimental  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  Town.  An  increase  in  the  tax  rate  from 
$36  in  1946  to  $55  in  1956  is  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Com- 
mittee, a  healthy  situation,  particularly  when  it  is  noted  that 
the  increase  from  1954  to  1955  was  $4.80  and  the  anticipated 
increase  this  year  is  $5,  showing  that,  not  only  is  the  tax  rate 
increasing,  but  that  the  rate  of  the  increase  has  accelerated. 
This  situation  makes  the  Town  less  and  less  attractive  not 
only  to  prospective  residents  and  industries  but  also  to  those 
already  in  the  Town. 

The  Committee  firmly  believes  that  every  effort  must  be 
made  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  Town  without  any  reduc- 
tion in  the  services  rendered  the  taxpayers  and  residents.  We 
believe  that  greater  cooperation  between  departments  and 
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greater  efficiency  within  the  departments  will  result  in  con- 
ducting the  affairs  of  the  Town  at  a  lesser  cost  and  earnestly 
ask  all  the  departments  to  work  toward  this  end.  f 

We  ask  that  you  give  your  support,  as  in  the  past,  to  our 
recommendations  and  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  infinitely  easier 
to  give  reasons  to  justify  expenditures,  particularly  of  public 
funds,  than  it  is  to  justify  prudence  in  spending  such  funds. 
We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  for  every  $15,000 
change  mao!e  in  the:  recommendations  of  your  Committee, 
there  will  be' av  change  of  approximately  50^  in  your,  the  tax- 
payer's, tax  rate. 

'As  previously  stated,  we  believe  an  increasing  or  high 
tax  rate  is.  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and 
may  be  a  contributing  factor  in  the  apparent  stagnation  of 
Plymouth.  Its  population  has  not  materially  changed  since 
1920,  when  it  had  a  population  of  13,045,  compared  with  a  pop- 
ulation of  13,&92  today.  During  this  same  period  the  towns 
around  Plymouth,  have  enjoyed  a  substantial  increase  in  their 
population.  Plymouth,' while  at  the  end  of  a  railroad  line,  has 
excellent  rail  service  for  both  passengers  and  freight.  With 
the  completion  o£  the  highways,  actually  under  construction 
by  the  State,  it  will  have  splendid  highway  connections. 
These,  under  favorable  lax  conditions,  should  attract  both  in- 
dustry and  residents.  Your  Committee  has  not  had  time  to 
study  or  determine  the  causes  of  this  apparent  stagnation  in 
population,  but  believes  we  must  put  our  house  in  order  and 
have  the  town  affairs  conducted  in  the  most  efficient  and 
economical  manner  possible. 

The  Special  Committee;  appointed  as  a  result  of  this  Com- 
mittee's report  last  year,-  is  diligently  studying  this  problem 
and,  we  believe,  will  make  many  recommendations  that  will 
be  beneficial  to  the  Town.  While  we  do  not  wish  to  encroach  on 
the  study  by  the  Special  Committee,  we  do  call  your  attention 
to  the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  Town  in  future  years,  if 
new  streets  continue  to  be  accepted  under  the  present  rules. 
These  simply  require  that  a  street  be  laid  out  40  feet  wide  with 
a  traveled  way  graveled  to  a  depth  of  67.  This  leaves  the 
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drainage,  curbing,  sidewalks  and  surfacing,  together  with  any 
consequent  land  damage,  to  be  borne  by  the  Town  and  direct- 
*ly  reflected  in  the  tax  rate.  Many  towns  assess  such  expense  |Ar 
upon  the  abutters,  as  a  condition  of  acceptance.  Plymouth  Tc 
has  accepted  47,627  feet  of  streets  in  the  past  ten  years,  of  St 
which  only  about  Mi  have  been  improved.  The  minimum  cost  0 
of  surfacing  was  estimated,  at  the  time  of  acceptance,  at  |0 
$63,890,  a  sum  which,  under  the  present  policy  will  be  borne 
by  the  taxpayers  when  the  improvements  are  made.  We  sug-  I 
gest  that  you  and  the  committee  presently  studying  the  re- 
organization of  the  Town  give  considerable  thought  to  the  l 
necessity  of  revising  this  policy.  j 

This  year  your  Advisory  and  Finance  Committee  will 
consider  that  the  amounts  voted  by  the  Town  Meeting  Mem-  , 
bers  are  the  total  amount  to  be  spent  this  .year.  The  Commit-  . 
tee  will  not  transfer  any  funds  from  its  Emergency  Funo"  for 
normal  operating  expenses.  We  will  not  transfer  funds  to 
pay  bills  incurred  prior  to  consultation  with  this  Committee, 
except  those  incurred  for  legitimate  emergencies  to  protect 
life,  health  and  property. 

While  your  Committee  does  not  consider  itself  infallible, 
we  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  every  change  in  its 
recommendations,  amounting  to  $15,000,  will  result  in  a 
change  in  the  tax  rate,  already  too  high,  of  approximately 
50^  and  we  ask  your  support  in  an  endeavor  to  hold  the  in- 
crease in  the  tax  rate  to  a  minimum.
